Bloody evidence 
victim’s last act 


SAN BERNARDINO, 
Calif. (UPI) — Casey Jones, 
mortally wounded by a shot¬ 
gun blast, staggered down 
the street and desperately 
pounded on a neighbor's 
door for help. There was no 
answer. 

The dying man, dripping 
in blood, scrawled in blood 
the name of his killer on the 
door, then collapsed and 


died Tuesday morning with 
a gaping stomach wound. 

The bloody indictment led 
police to Jones’ longtime 
friend, Roger Howard, 34, 
who has been booked on sus¬ 
picion of murder. Sheriff’s 
detectives said Jones and 
Howard had been arguing 
shortly before the shooting. 

The neighbor’s front door 
was removed for evidence. 


COULD ACTION HAVE SAVED HER? 

Probe of baby death 
ordered by Gardom 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — The province 
has ordered an inquiry into the beating 
death of a lo-month old baby, following 
charges by police officers that the child’s 
life could have been saved. 

The order by Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom is unusual because the child’s 
father, Walter Bayko, 23, has already been 
convicted of manslaughter in the death 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

FOLLOWING THE TRIAL, the investi¬ 
gating RCMP officers, Cpl. Kit Gill and 
Const. Norman Hunchuk, said provincial 
human resources department officials had 
known for three months that the child, 
Charlene Harder, was being beaten. 

The child, who had her mother’s last 
name, was rushed to hospital March 23 
and died there the following day. 

Mr. Justice Albert Mackoff said the kill¬ 
ing was "sadistic, savage and inhuman.” 
WTtnesses Testified that when she was 
brought to the hospital, her body was 
covered with bruises, blood was dripping 
from her mouth and she had a severe 
skull fracture. 


THE POLICEMEN SAID that if human 
resources department workers had acted 
competently to prevent what was 
clearly a case of child abuse, the child’s 
life could have been saved. 

Human Resources Minister Grace 
McCarthy, told of the accusations, asked 
Gardom to call an inquiry. 

"Although my initial examination of the 
case seems to indicate the RCMP alle¬ 
gations are groundless, the death of a child 
in such tragic circumstances warrants a 
thorough investigation and a full public 
disclosure of the findings,” McCarthy 
said. 

THE INQUIRY WILL be headed by Ri¬ 
chard Bird, Gardom’s assistant deputy 
minister, 

A government spokesman said it was 
believed to be the first time B.C. had 
ordered such an inquiry when a con¬ 
viction had already been obtained in the 
courts.

Black bishop to lead Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(UPI) — Abel Muzorewa, a 
soft-spoken, a United Meth¬ 
odist minister, swept to a 
landslide victory Tuesday as 
Rhodesia's first black prime 
minister and appealed to 
"the boys in the bush" to end 
their guerrilla war. 

Muzorewa's party won 51 
of 72 black seats in a new 
parliament in the nation’s 
first black rule elections and 
will succeed Ian Smith as 
prime minister in about five 
weeks. The election results 
announced Tuesday gave 
Muzorewa’s nearest rival, 
the Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole, 
only 12 seats. 

Sithole charged "appall¬ 
ing irregularities" in the 
balloting but Smith dis¬ 
missed them as “the usual 
complaints" from losers. 

In a victory news confer¬ 
ence, Muzorewa, 54, ap¬ 
pealed to exiled Patriotic 
From black nationalist lead¬ 
ers Joshua Nkomo and Ro¬ 
bert Mugabe and their guer¬ 
rilla soldiers to accept an 
amnesty and join his “gov¬ 
ernment of the people.” 

"What more do they 
want?" Muzorewa asked in 
reference to Nkomo and Mu¬ 
gabe, who have denounced 
the elections from their 
exile in Zambia and Mozam¬ 
bique and vowed to continue 
the six-year guerrilla war.

LUSAKA, Zambia (AP) — Guerrillas stormed the home 
of Rhodesian black nationalist Oved Hove, then shot and 
killed him as his pregnant wife and child watched, Rhode¬ 
sian nationalist sources said Tuesday. 

Hove was the Lusaka representative of the United 
African National Council, party of Rhodesian prime minis¬ 
ter-elect Abel Muzorewa, and the sources said the killing 
was ordered by political foes. 


Leave flood zone, 
Manitobans urged 
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WINNIPEG (CP) — 
Emergency officials were 
evacuating people from 
nursing homes in communi¬ 
ties along the Red River on 
Tuesday and Manitoba Pre¬ 
mier Sterling Lyon urged 
others to leave their homes 
voluntarily in advance of 
rising flood waters. 

Lyon said the latest fore¬ 
casts showed the river could 
rise half a metre above 1950 
flood levels in areas south of 
Winnipeg. 

He said Manitobans threa¬ 
tened with flooding or isola¬ 
tion by high water, particu¬ 
larly those on farm’s, should 
get out as soon as possible 
while transportation was 
still available. 

Many communities along 
the Red and its tributaries 
are protected by ring dike's 
built more than a decade 


ago. The dikes are being 
raised and are expected to 
be able to meet their first 
major test when the rivers 
crest. 

However, Lyon warned 
the 5,000 or so people living 
within the dikes that they 
could be isolated by water 
for as long as two weeks. 

Most of the evacuation un¬ 
dertaken Tuesday was vol¬ 
untary. Lyon said a decision 
on whether to order ail resi¬ 
dents of the threatened com¬ 
munities to leave would 
likely be made by late today 
or early Thursday. 

Hospitals in the Red River 
valley and some nursing 
homes began discharging or 
transferring patients last 
week. The last of the pa¬ 
tients at hospitals in Emer¬ 
son and Morris were taken 
out Tuesday, along with 


about 100 nursing-home resi¬ 
dents in those two communi¬ 
ties and St. Adolphe. 

Members of the Mennon- 
ite Disaster Service were 
among the hundreds of vol¬ 
unteers at work throughout 
the area. Ten of the volun¬ 
teers returned home from 
the scene of last week's tor¬ 
nado disaster in Texas, only 
to begin work fighting flood¬ 
ing in their home town of 
Rosenort ' on the Morris 
River. 

Farms near the Red and 
its tributaries are most vul¬ 
nerable to flooding, and 
some fields have already 
been flooded. Agricultural 
representatives are continu¬ 
ing their efforts to move 
livestock to higher ground.

Asked what cabinet post 
he might give Smith, who

Asked if his new govern¬

Both the United States and 
Britain refused to recognize 
the elections because they 
did not include the Patriotic 
Front exile nationalist 
groups. 

The election results. 
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which came from five days 
of voting ending last Satur¬ 
day, produced one surprise. 
A third party, led by a chief 
of the minority Ndebele 
tribe, Kayisa Nddiweni, 
came from nowhere to win 9 
seats. A fourth party led by 
Smith protege. Chief Jere¬ 
miah Chirau, failed to win a 
single seat and was elimin¬ 
ated. 

Smith’s all-white party, 
the Rhodesian Front, which 
has ruled the nation for 15 
years through Rhodesia's 
unilateral declaration of in¬ 
dependence from Britain, 
has 28 seats reserved for it 
in the new 100-member par¬ 
liament and holds a veto 
power over the new black 
government. 

Under the complex new 


constitution, a party must 
have five seats to secure a 
cabinet post. 

Muzorewa has demanded 
recognition from the west 
and an end to economic 
sanctions by the United 
States and Britain. He, like 
Smith, cited a 63.9 per cent 
turnout at the polls as en¬ 
dorsement by Rhodesia’s 
black population of the "in¬ 
ternal” agreement he made 
with Smith for transfer to 
black rule. 

The charges of irregular 
ilies in the election stemmed 
from two districts near Sa 
lisbury which recorded 
more than 100 per cent turn¬ 
out of voters. 

Smith dismissed the 
charges of crooked balloting 
and said they were "the 
usual” complaints of 
losers.

Manitoba has been disrupt¬ 
ed. 

The Red River is expected 
to crest at Emerson on the 
U.S.-Canada border April 30 
and just south of Winnipeg 
on May 4—at levels which 
could be the highest record¬ 
ed in this century. The high¬ 
est levels since 1897 have 
already been recorded 
across the border at Grand 
Forks, N.D., and East 
Grand Forks, Minn. 

An estimated 1,400 left 
their homes in Grand Forks, 
and about 2,000 residents of 
East Grand Forks were iso¬ 
lated by high water. 

A preliminary estimate 
from the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers places damage 
at more than $26 million, 
much of it attributed to farm 
losses and lost agricultural 
potential. 

The river crested south of 
the border Monday night. 
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but a new crest is now pre¬ 
dicted for Thursday because 
of heavy rainfall. 

Winnipeg is considered 
safe from all but scattered 
damage because of the Red 
River floodway. 

However, city work crews 
have asked for volunteers to 
help shore up temporary 
dikes and piles of sandbags 
around homes just south of 
tha floodway entrance. 

Runoff into creeks has 
caused local problems in 
some areas, and a six-year- 
old boy drowned in the swol¬ 
len waters of Omand’s 
Creek on the weekend. 

Elsewhere in the prov¬ 
ince, residents of Carman, 
southwest of Winnipeg on 
the Boyne River, appeared 
to have come through the 


worst of this year's flood¬ 
ing. 

The river crested Sunday, 
but water levels are expect¬ 
ed to remain high much of 
this week. 

The village of Westboume 
on the Whitemud River in 
south-central Manitoba was 
flooded Monday, but sand¬ 
bags kept water away from 
the town of Gladstone.

went to the McKeand's 
home, my reception was 
completely changed.

Meanwhile, on Galiano Is¬ 
land, Premier Bennett said 
he did not approve of threats 
lo candidates and potential 
candidates. 

Mayor Ken Paskin of Dun¬ 
can confirmed Tuesday that 
a prominent Socred member 
had threatened him if he ran 
for the Conservatives in 
Cowichan-Malahat. 

Paskin said he was hot 
planning to lay any charges 
for now. 

Paskin said he had decid¬ 
ed to run in the face of the in¬ 
timidation, which he said 
came from Bob Berry, vice- 
president of the riding's So¬ 
cial Credit constituency as¬ 
sociation.

$57 million 


LONDON (Reuter) — Maximum compensation 
for oil pollution caused by sea accidents has been in¬ 
creased to $57 million, a United Nations group said 
Tuesday. 

The UN Inter-Governmental Maritime Consulta¬ 
tive Organization said a French proposal to increase 
the amount from $38 million was adopted by the 
International Oil Pollution Compensation Fund last 

week. 

The fund, composed of contributions by com¬ 
panies receiving more than 150.000 tons of oil a year, 
compensates pollution victims beyond the maximum 
liability of shipowners. 

Under a 1969 convention, shipowners are liable 
for a maximum of $18 million. 

* France proposed the liability increase after the 
Liberian-registered Amoco Cadiz grounded on rocks 
off the Brittany coast in March of last year, spilling 
330.000 tons of crude oil into the sea and damaging 
French fishing and tourist industries. 


Egypt raps 
Israelis 
for attacks 


Associated Press 

Israel pounded Palestinan strongholds in Lebanon by 
air and sea Tuesday. Egypt denounced the attacks and 
said they could hurt the Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty. 

Israeli jets hit Palestinian positions north of the Litani 
River in southern Lebanon hours after naval gunboats 
ended, a two-day attack on coastal targets near the 
Lebanese port of Tyre, the Israeli command said. 

Israel said the area was the launching point for 
Sunday's Palestinian terror attack in the Israeli resort town 
of Nahariya, in which four Israelis died. 

Egypt said the Israeli attacks could have a negative 
effect on implementation of the Israeli-Egyptian treaty. 

The Egyptian statement deplored the cycle of vio¬ 
lence between Israel and the Palestinians, but did not 
condemn the Palestinian terror strike at Nahariya. 

An Israeli communique said the warplanes hit Palestin¬ 
ian artillery and rocket emplacements near Beaufort Castle 
and the inland towns Nabatiyeh and Arnoun. 

The Lebanese freighter Neveen was listing sharply 
in Sidon harbor. Palestinian and local shipping sources said 
it was damaged by an explosion set by Israeli saboteurs. 

In other developments: 

• Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin said he 
would seek the death penalty for terrorists. 

• Begin pledged to continue Jewish settlement of the 
West Bank. 

• Israeli defence Minister Ezer Weizman will go to 
Cairo Wednesday for treaty talks. 

• Egypt accused Syria of sending saboteurs to Cairo. 

• Egyptian diplomats are being recalled from Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait, which broke relations with Egypt 
Monday. 

In Cairo, two men accused of being Syrian saboteurs 
told reporters they were recruited by Syrian agents to set off 
explosives in Cairo public buildings. 


TEHRAN (AP) — 
Revolutionary militia¬ 
men foiled a grenade and 
machine gun assassina¬ 
tion attempt against 
Prime Minister Mehdi 
Bazargan and other top 
government leaders 

Tuesday, witnesses said. 

They said the militiamen 
wrested a hand grenade 
from a man who tried to 
throw it at the leaders and 
kicked him to the ground as 
he attempted unsuccessfully 
to fire rounds from a sub- 
machine-gun. Militiamen 
hustled the 72-year-old Ba¬ 
zargan to safety and took the 
unidentified attacker and at 
least one other person into 
custody, they said. 

Bazargan and other lead¬ 
ers of the provisional revolu¬ 
tionary government were 
marching in the funeral pro¬ 
cession of murdered Gen. 
Mohammad Vali Gharani 
when the attack took place. 

Gharani. the first army 
chief of staff appointed 
after last February's revo¬ 
lution. was killed in his gar¬ 
den Monday by two assas¬ 
sins who escaped. He was 
the first major figure of the 
revolution to be assassinat¬ 
ed. 

A government aide denied 
to reporters that an assassi¬ 
nation attempt against Ba¬ 
zargan had taken place. But 
reporters saw the disarming 
of the unidentified man who, 
they said, wore an air force 
uniform, and saw him and at 
least one other person taken 
into custody. 

No shots were fired, and/ 
the funeral march continued \ 
without Bazargan. He and 
other senior officials were 
pushed into two ears that 
rushed away through the 
crowd, with armed security 
men hanging on, witnesses 
said. 

There was no indication of 
who the unidentified man 
was. Members of the air 
force have been loyal to 
Ayatollah Kuhollah Kho¬ 
meini, religious leader of 
the revolution that ended 
Shah Mohammad Reza Pah- 
lavi's monarchy, and to the 
Bazargan government Kho¬ 
meini appointed. Air force 
men often stand guard duty 
at Bazargan's offices. 

In the northwestern town 
of Naghaddh, the third gov¬ 
ernment-sponsored cease¬ 
fire in as many days ap¬ 
peared to be holding. 

State radio said 40 death 
certificates had been issued 
so far after four days of 
fighting between ethnic 
Kurdish and Turkish tribes¬ 
men. The official Pars news 
agency has put the Nagha- 
deh death toll as high as 180 
in recent days. 

The government said it 
sent in 000 troops Sunday. 


Curbs on scarce gas 
threaten Yugoslavia 


BELGRADE (AP) — President Tito's 
government has asked urgently for travel 
curbs and measures to cope with a crip¬ 
pling gasoline shortage. 

One Belgrade newspaper commented 
gas was so scarce that “not even sorcerers 
could tell motorists where to tank up." 

Federal legislators were scheduled to 
act Wednesday on proposals that would cut 
the highway speed limit from 120 to 100 
kilometres per hour, make it illegal for a 
Yugoslav to drive more than 192 kilo¬ 
metres from home and require residents to 
park their cars one weekend a month and 
one workday a week. Distance limits were 
asked for truck traffic and buses that pick 
up factory workers. 

The legislation could go into into effect 
by May 3.

BARTOW, Fla. (AP) - 
"Some people just shouldn't 
have children,” said a judge 
who ordered a 28-year-old 
mother of two not to get 
pregnant or marry a man 
with children while serving 
10 years' probation for ag 
gravated child abuse. 

Kathy York Rodriquez, 
was convicted of severely 
beating her eight-year-old 
daughter. Shannon Marie, in 
the front yard of their home 
last July, in what police said 
was an apparent attempt to 
exorcise the devil. 

Judge Oliver Green issued 
the unusual order last Fri¬ 
day after she was convicted. 
He said Tuesday that lie 
meant every bit of It, and 
that the terms he spelled out 
were within the power of the 
court. 

The woman also lost cus¬ 
tody of her children and was 
told she couldn’t marry a 
man with children without 
the judge's permission.^ 

Mrs. Rodriquez, who Could 
not immediately be reached 
for comment, is separated 
from her husband. Custody 
of Shannon and a half-broth¬ 
er, who is three, was given 
to the natural fathers. 

Her lawyer, public defend 
er* Rick Repiogle, said he 
didn’t think the judge's rul¬ 
ing was proper. But he said 


if he contested it, the judge 
might change his mind and 
send her to jail. 

“I expected the judge to 
say she couldn't have cus¬ 
tody of her children, but this 
restriction on getting preg¬ 
nant was a surprise.” 

Green, however, said he 
saw no reason why Mrs. Ro¬ 
driquez could not avoid 
pregnancy. 

Bill Ruster. supervisor of 
the probation office, said he 
hadn’t read the judge’s rul¬ 
ing, but “I'd want to know 
the judge's intent in not let¬ 
ting her get pregnant." 

As for enforcing it, he 
said, "There’s only so many 
hours in a day.” 


Joyce Johnson, a neighbor 
in Aubumdale, where Mrs. 
Rodriquez lives, told police 
she witnessed the attack and 
heard the child pleading 
with her mother not to beat 
her. 

The young girl reportedly 
cried out, "Don’t hit me. 
Mama. 1 believe in God. 
mommy.” 

Finally, the mother 
laughed, then said to a 
neighbor, "I finally did it. 
I ve cast the devil out of 
her," witnesses said. 

The girl was treated at a 
hospital for swelling and 
bruises but was not admit¬ 
ted. 


Two kneecapped, 
offices bombed 

GENOA, Italy (UPI) — Terrorists kneecapped a Genoa 
politician and a Turin television journalist Tuesday and 
bombed neo-Fascist offices in Rome and a police sta¬ 
tion in Milan. 

Police said two or three young men ambushed Giant ar 
lo Dagnino. 55, administrative secretary of (he Genoa 
branch of the ruling Christian Democratic party , as he re 
turned home in the evening. 

Earlier in the day, self-styled Red Brigades terrorists 
shot and wounded Franco Piecinelli. in charge of the state 
television RAI’s news coverage of the Piedmont region, as 
he entered his home in Turin. 


New Soviet missile causes concern 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The 
White House voiced concern Tues- 
■rfay over deployment of a new 
Soviet nuclear missile in East 
Germany and said it would af¬ 
fect President Carter's eventual 
decision on the neutron bomb. 

Press Secretary Jody Powell 
said the appearance of the SS-21 
missile and the entire question of 
Soviet restraint would be taken 
into account as the president con¬ 
sidered the future of enhanced 
radiation weapons—the so-called 
neutron bomb. 


He confirmed reports that the 
missile, with a range of about 120 
kilometres, had been deployed in 
East Germany and targeted on 
NATO allies. 

He said it increased the threat 
of an arms race in Europe as the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
were nearing accord on a new 
treaty on limiting strategic arms. 
SAL T. II. 

Tne White House concern came 
as NATO ministers meeting in 
Florida discussed what was 
termed the mushroom-like de¬ 


velopment oi Soviet intermediate- 
range missiles. 

A year ago, after a long and 
divisive debate, the president de¬ 
cided against production of the 
neutron bomb, which can kill peo¬ 
ple without destroying property. 
He also said he would reconsider 
the decision if the Russians did not 
show restraint in nuelear deploy¬ 
ment and modernizing weapons 

Carter later ordered production 
of some components of the bomb, 
but again delayed a final decision 
on its deployment. 


Powell, who reported the presi¬ 
dent's personal concern over do 
ployment of the SS-21 in East tier 
many, said it was essential lo 
avoid a nuclear arms race in Ett 
rope if S.A.L.T. II was to be 
signed and ratified and another 
round of nuclear arms talks on a 
S.A.L.T. Ill treaty could begin 
S.A.L.T. Ill is designed to take 
up the problem of short range nu 
clear weapons in Europe, as op 
posed to the long range strategic 
missiles being dealt with in 
S.A.L.T. II.

AFGHANS 

MUTINY 

LONDON (Reuter) — An 
Afghan regiment has mutin¬ 
ied lit Jalalabad, 120 kilo¬ 
metres east of the capital, 
Kabul, killing officers who 
supported the pro-commu¬ 
nist .government, said re¬ 
ports from Afghanistan. 

The reports, whichcannot 
be confirmed immediately, 
said the mutineers were im¬ 
mediately surrounded by 
troops loyal to President 
Noor Mohammed Tarakki. 

The mutiny occurred 
three days ago when Afgh¬ 
anistan closed its border 
post with Pakistan for sev¬ 
eral hours. 


Ambushers kill 
man in Belfast 

BELFAST (AP) — Two gunmen shot and killed a 
32-year-old man outside his home in north Belfast late 
Tuesday night, police reported. 

The terrorists ambushed the man when he returned 
home in the Old Park district, once a notorious killing 
ground for rival Protestant and Roman Catholic death 
squads in Northern Ireland's sectarian conflict. 

Police did not identify the victim, but said he was 
neither a politician nor connected with the security forces. A 
spokesman said the man was hit several times in the head 
and chest at close range. 

The killing raises the death toll in Northern Ireland this 
month to at least 13. The other victims were British soldiers, 
police officers, militiamen and a woman prison guard, all 
killed by Irish Republican Army terrorists. 

The death toll from nearly a decade of bloodshed now 
stands at 1.903.

TIMING IS VITAL In any election campaign. 
It’s important for each party's campaign not to 
peak too soon or too late. That is convential 
wisdom. Even so, isn't it about time you gave 
us something more solid to chew on, Dave 
Barrett? 

The Social Credit pitch in its campaign 
advertising may be simplistic. But at least 
Premier Bennett has spelled out in his budget 
what he's for, what his parly thinks is impor¬ 
tant. The voters can decide for themselves 
whether they agree. Mr. Barrett, on the other 
hand, has yet to summarize, concisely and 
clearly, both the philosophy which would guide 
his party were it chosen to govern and the 
significant initiatives it would undertake. 

Time is flying. The election was announced 
better than three weeks ago and there are only 
15 days to go. The result of the NDP strategy so 
far is that there is a vacuum in the campaign. 

•Being against any more power dams, being 
loPb railway link, being against Japanese fish 
processors, being for an oil refinery — these 
simply aren't a sufficient policy platform. As 
matters stand at the moment, there are no 
specific and significant issues which pit Social 
Credit and the NDP head to head. And these are 
the only two parties in the contest. Vic Ste¬ 
phens, through a combination of naivity and 
recklessness in his statements, has left provin¬ 
cial Conservatives fondly recalling the com¬ 
mon sense of former leader Scott Wallace.

Not in the family 

THE SUPREME COURT of Canada has struck 
down a bylaw passed by the Toronto suburb of 
North York which prohibited unrelated people 
living together in certain parts of that commu¬ 
nity. 

What is frightening is not that the highest 
court in our land reached this sensible decision 
but that the decision was so close — a 3-2 
vote. 

The case involved three men, not related, 
who were initially convicted under a zoning 
bylaw which required that apartments within a 
designated area must be occupied by one fam¬ 
ily only. One tenant apparently rented the 
apartment and then arranged for two other 
men to share the accomodation and i^nt. 

The Supreme Court’s majority decision 
says the bylaw was unreasonable, that it repre¬ 
sented gratuitous interference with the rights 
of would-be tenants and it was beyond the 
power of the municipality to do such a thing. 

But one of the dissenting judges wrote that 
such a bylaw should not be declared invalid 
“because some of the consequences of its 
application might be regarded as unreason¬ 
able.” 

That sounds like an excellent reason for not 
passing a law. North York council, stay out of 
other people’s apartments.

Stephens met the politics of expediency 


OTTAWA — The art of politics 
often involves the reconciliation of 
expediency and principle. It's the sea 
mier side of the business, but it has 
been there since politics began. 

In this context, Joe Clark can t be 
faulted for not helping B.C. Tory lead 
er Victor Stephens in his election cam 
paign. There was little to gain and 
much to lose. 

According to Stephens, a deal was 
worked out between Premier Bill Ben 
nett's Socreds and Joe Clark's Tories. 
If Clark’s boys promised not to sup 
purl PC candidates in the May 10 
provincial election, the Socreds would 
show their gratitude by backing the 
Tory slate federally on May 22nd. 

Whether the allegation of a high 
level agreement is true or not is al¬ 
most irrelcvent. This kind of “co-op¬ 
eration” Is traditional at the constilu 
ency level in B.C. and there Is little Joe 
Clark could do to stop it even if he 
wanted to. 

Quite a few of the Tory organizers 
and workers in that province vote 


Socred provincially. So they have been 
applying pressure on Tory candidates. 
"Stay out of the provincial game," 
they argue, "and don't test our loyalty 
by backing candidates against Ben¬ 
nett; they can’t win and all they 
van do is split the private enterprise 
vote and help Dave Barrett’s social¬ 
ists." 

It may sound like blackmail as one 
of Clark's candidates described it. But 
in terms of practical politics it is just 
common sense. The Socreds are say¬ 
ing "Don’t foul our nest and we won’t 
foul yours" — language that most 
politicians learn to understand. 

B.C. isn’t the only place where such 
"accommodations" are in vogue. It 
hus been a political fact of life in 
Ontario where there is far less excuse 
for it. 

Conservative MPPs have often let 
it be known that their participation in 
federal campaigns would be some¬ 
what perfunctory. In return they 
hoped, of course, that the federal Lib 
eral MPs would be equally preoccu¬ 



pied when the provincial campaign 
rolled around. 

Premier Bill Davis discouraged the 
practice in 1972 when he ordered the 
big blue machine to go all out in 
support of Robert Stanfieid — and with 
some success. But there were still 
some "deals" made at the constitu¬ 
ency level. 


A classic case of political expedi¬ 
ency is shaping up currently in Quebec 
as separatists and federalist forces 
prepare to do battle. Federal Liberals 
expect help — with varying degrees of 
enthusiasm — from their provincial 
eonterparts. 

But the NDP, who should be com 
patible with the social democratic 
wing of the Parti-Quebecois, will have 
lo forego the luxury because it would 
be disastrous for Broadbent outside 
Quebec. 

And the Tories are in trouble with 
their natural allies — the Creditistes 
and the Union Nationale. Rene Leves¬ 
que has endorsed the right wihg Cred¬ 
itistes in the hope of denying Trudeau 
a majority. And quite a few federalist 
members of the Union Nationale are 
supporting the Liberals as the best 
means of defeating Levesque. 

All of which rather leaves the 
Tories out in the cold and shows that in 
addition to making strange bedfel¬ 
lows. politics is never as simple as it 
seems.

What does 
Quebec want? 


An editorial in Montreal La Presse 

In the light of Quebec poll results published last 
Sunday. English-Canadians in the other provinces 
will be justified in continuing to pose the seemingly 
eternal question; What docs Quebec want? 

When you see the attitude of Quebecers toward the 
four possible constitutional options, there is reason to 
be perplexed. For example, 53.2 per cent of Que¬ 
becers favor upholding the current form of federal¬ 
ism. As for renewed frtieralism. 57.3 per cent are 
favorable. Concerning sovereignty-association. 29.7 per 
cent of Quebecers favor it and 39.8 per cent reject 
it — francophones splitting this Way: 32 per cent yes. 
36.2 per cent no. 29.3 per cent undecided. 

Finally, the option of independence remains rela 
lively stable with only 15.5 per cent of the responses 
favorable. 

One element of this poll is astonishing, to say the 
least. Questioned as to whether Quebec will remain 
w ithin Confederation whatever the result of the referen¬ 
dum, Quebecers answered yes in a proportion of 58.7 per 
cent, while 17.1 per cent said they didn't know. 

That means that 75.8 per cent of Quebecers are 
unaware that sovereignty-association implies Quebec's 
accession to political sovereignty. All the same. 68. l per 
cent of them believe that Quebec should reach an 
•economic association with Canada before becoming 
independent. 

Faced with such replies, it s hardly astonishing 
that 60 7 per cent of Quebecers feel Ihe Parti Qucbe 
cois and the Liberal Party have not been able up to 
now to define clearly their constitutional positions. 

What comes out of this poll is that Quebec public 
opinion is very confused in constitutional matters . 

While Mr. Levesque says his option is clear. 60 per 
cent of the Parti Quebecois supporters who were 
polled,said it isn't, and they proved it in the poll: 52.6 
per cent of them believe Quebec will remain in 
Confederation even if the PQ option triumphs in 
the referendum. 

These figures call forth several observations. After 
20 years of intense public debate. Quebecers remain 
both very divided in constitutional matters and very 
confused as to the real scope of the various options 

How can anyone continue to be surprised that the 
rest of Canada doesn't understand Quebec? Does it 
know itself what it wants? How can our leaders' 
demands be taken seriously when those who call 
themselves spokesmen are so divided, so confused and 
so undecided on the theses which are confronting one 
another in this Byzantine debate? — Marcel Adam 
(April 18).

Churches council leaders' 
rode out the storm 


After reading your two ar¬ 
ticles "Anglican Lunacy” 
and "Lunatic Sun” 1 decided 
to scan the report of the re¬ 
cent meeting of the Central 
Committee of the World 
Council of Churches held at 
Kingston, Jamaica. 

Kingston was an opportu¬ 
nity for the letting off of 
steam, but in the event, the 
leadership of the WCC rode 
out the storm. Dr. David 
Russell, Secretary of the 
Baptist Union of Great Brit¬ 
ain and Ireland and Com¬ 
missioner Harry Williams of 
the Salvation Army could 
not get the Central Commit¬ 
tee to agree to channel 
grants wherever possible 
through Christian agencies 
in the areas of conflict.

During the protracted de¬ 
bate here were two most 
significant moments: (1) 
when Canon Eric Elliot of 
Belfast. Northern Ireland, 
and Rev. Henry Samuel 
Arends. a colored minister 
from Port Elizabeth, who is 
chairman of the United Con¬ 
gregational Church of South¬ 
ern Africa, both pleaded for 
support for non-violent 
peaceful change, there was 
NO APPLAUSE! (2) when 
supporters of the special 
fund grants, both black and 
white, made highly emotive 
speeches calling for solidar¬ 
ity with the liberation move¬ 
ments, there was LOUD AP¬ 
PLAUSE! 

The majority of the Cen¬ 
tral Committee seemed to 
favor revolutionary violence 
as the only way to bring 
about the structural changes 
in Southern Africa without 
which, in its view, there 
cannot be social, economic 
and political justice. 

After Kingston, according 
to Dr. Peter Beyerhaus 
(Director of the Institute for 
Missology and Ecumenical 
Theology at the University 
of Tubingen) all hope for 
change in the WCC policy 
could be abandoned for 
good.

I am particularly moved 
to comment on this letter 
since this week is Volunteer 
Recognition Week, a time 
for citizens to acknowledge 
the many, many ways in 
which volunteers make the 
world a nicer place in which 
to live. 

Meals On Wheels is some¬ 
thing most people have 
heard of but are not too sure 
what it is or how it works, 
but the service exists in at 
least 45 communities in B.C. 
and in most of the Western 
World, and dates back to 
1905 in Great Britian. 

Meals On Wheels is a VOL¬ 
UNTARY community ser¬ 
vice providing delivery of a 
hot noon day meal, and a 
brief friendly visit to the 
aged, ill and the handi¬ 
capped in their place of resi¬ 
dence, on specified days. 
The service is provided en¬ 
tirely by volunteers who do¬ 
nate their time, transporta¬ 
tion and gasoline, which at 
today’s prices is a consider¬ 
able expense to the volun¬ 
teers many of whom are 
themselves senior citizens. 
This also requires the inter¬ 
est and cooperation of a ca¬ 
terer to provide nourishing 
meals at a price the recipi¬ 
ents can afford to pay. 

The very suggestion that a 


weekend service would be a 
lucrative business expresses 
the lack of knowledge the 
public has of the service, 
and I hope your readers will 
use this opportunity to ab¬ 
sorb the intent of Meals On 
Wheels and to appreciate 
the volunteers who make it 
possible. 

Last year in Vancouver 
and Richmond, 113,560 
meals were delivered to 1,831 
recipients, some received 
meals daily Monday to Fri¬ 
day and others chose to have 
meals only Monday, Wed¬ 
nesday and Friday — a very 
large service I think you’ll 
agree. Every community 
will have something similar 
to report varying only in 
numbers as related to popu¬ 
lation. These recipients pre¬ 
pare their own breakfast 
and supper and weekend 
meals, or have someone to 
prepare them, for they are 
independent individuals liv¬ 
ing on their own — services 
such as meals, home nursing 
and visiting homemaker are 
support services to assist 
them in retaining some in¬ 
dependence. 

I have taken a long time to 
suggest that your readers 
might consider ways to offer 
a VOLUNTEER weekend 
delivery for those who sim¬ 
ply cannot manage. It really 
would be a worthwhile cred¬ 
it to the city and very lucra¬ 
tive in terms of satisfaction 
knowing how much you are

Home ripoffs rife 
in big Mexico City 


Typesetter fired after court leaks 


JARDINES DE SAN 
MATEO, Mexico (UPI) — 
The policeman packed up 
his few belongings and made 
his rounds of the neighbor¬ 
hood for the last time, tip¬ 
ping his hat and saying 
goodbye to residents whose 
homes he had guarded for 
nine years. 

Along the way, he passed 
mountains of garbage piled 
outside the $30,000 homes 
and housewives carrying 
heavy pails of water from 
outdoor standpipes. 

Nine years after the mid¬ 
dle-class Hilltop section of 
Jardines de San Mateo was 
built in the Mexico City sub¬ 
urbs, the more than BOO resi¬ 
dents are suddenly threa¬ 
tened with the total loss of 
police protection, garbage 
collection and potable 
water. 

The problem is typical of 
Mexico City’s rapid expan¬ 
sion into the biggest city in 
the world, with a population 
of about I t million and the 
problems created by get- 
rich-quick real estate 
agents. 

A real estate company 
owned by a Mexican busi¬ 
nessman started building 
the Hilltop area of Jardines 
de San Mateo in 1970, selling 
homes on installments and 
promising police protection, 
water and garbage pickup 
until the neighborhood was 
100-per-cent sold. 

At that time, the local 
municipality of Naucalpan 
de Juarez would take over 
services and bill residents 
directly. 

All the homes have now 
been sold, but the municipal¬ 
ity refuses to provide ser¬ 
vices because the develop¬ 
ment violates zoning laws. 

The developer turned off 
the water even before the 
cutoff date and reduced gar¬ 
bage collections to once a 
week—if that. 

Residents decided to take 
over the services them¬ 
selves. Those still paying 
off their homes would make 
future payments into a fund 
for essential services—and 
hope to prevent the deve¬ 
loper from evicting them. 

“It's a crying shame," 
says Nicolas Fierro, presi¬ 
dent of the Settlers Associa¬ 
tion. 'The same developer 
has a horse jumping stable 


for an equestrian club just 
down the hill from us and 
they have lots of water for 
the horses but none for our 
babies.” 

“We can't go on like this,” 
said a 58-year-old housewife. 
"We have many small chil¬ 
dren here, and because we 
all have to carry dirty water 
from the standpipes, several 
children have already be¬ 
come ill. It’s the hottest time 
of the year and the flies are 
swarming around the gar¬ 
bage.” 

In well-to-do areas and 
squatter settlements spring¬ 
ing up around Mexico City, 
the story is much the same. 

At Lago de Guadalupe in 
the northwestern suburbs, a 
development owned by the 
same real estate company, 
angry owners put “for sale” 
signs on their homes to 
scare away prospective 
buyers. 

Elsewhere in northern 
Mexico City, another deve¬ 
loper of lower-middle-class 
homes for workers sold the 
same plot several times. 

Newsmen 
decide 
to work 

LONDON (Reuter) — 
Journalists at The Times 
voted Tuesday to work on a 
planned weekly overseas 
edition of their shut-down 
paper, against the instruc¬ 
tions of their union. 

Jake Eccleston, chairman 
of the Times unit of the 
National Union of Journal¬ 
ists, said he was “extremely 
sorry" about the 101-to-93 
decision. He said he thought 
it would make negotiations 
more difficult on reopening 
the parent paper. 

The Times , Britain’s ol¬ 
dest daily, has not been pub¬ 
lished since Nov. 30 because 
of a dispute over the intro¬ 
duction of new technology 
which threatened the jobs of 
printers. 

The management plans to 
print and publish abroad a 
weekly edition with a circu¬ 
lation of about 30,000, a 
move NUJ officials describe 
as an attempt to split the 
journalists’ and printers’ 
unions. 


Gulf charges 
pipe damage 


EDMONTON (CP) — A 
report prepared for Gulf 
Canada Ltd. says there is 
“clear and disturbing evi¬ 
dence" of an attempt to con¬ 
ceal damage to a pipeline 
that ruptured March 2 and 
forced evacuation of a 
southeast Kdmortton subdi¬ 
vision. 

The report by Hanson Ma¬ 
terials Engineering (West¬ 
ern) Ltd. forms part of 
Gulf's submission to the en¬ 
ergy resources conservation 
board on the pipeline gas 
leakage and explosion that 
led to the evacuation of 18,- 
000 residents. 

One man was injured 
when he drove his truck into 
the cloud of propane gas, 
igniting it. The explosion 
triggered the evacuation. 

Gulf says the rupture was 
caused by construction 
equipment that damaged the 
-Hne as early as last sum¬ 
mer. 

_The submission will be 
presented to the conserva¬ 
tion board hearings which 
begin May 7. 

The Hanson report con¬ 
cludes: “We found clear and 
disturbing evidence that 
someone attempted to con¬ 
ceal injurious and rejectable 
mechanical damage im¬ 
posed upon the pipeline.” 

The pipeline was damaged 
in several other locations 
besides the rupture site on 
March 2, all presumably by 
Construction equipment. 

Hansen said the pipe was 
otherwise in perfect condi¬ 
tion for continued service, 
showing no signs of deterio¬ 
ration or metal fatigue that 
could lead to cracks.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Chief Justice Warren 
Burger fired a typesetter 
from his job at the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court’s print shop 
last week following two ABC 
News reports that gave pre¬ 
mature word of court deci¬ 
sions, Associated Press has 
learned. 


Although official confir¬ 
mation is being withheld, 
it was learned that the firing 
followed a stqpny confron¬ 
tation in Burger’s cham¬ 
bers, during which Burger 
accused the employee of 
leaking information to ABC 
correspondent Tim O’Brien. 

The employee denied it. 


ABC reported accurately 
on its televised evening 
news program April 16 that 
Justice Byron White would 
speak for the court’s major¬ 
ity In an Important libel case 
that would hand the news 
media a major defeat. 

Two days later, the court 
ruled that public figures 


suing for libel might inquire 
into a journalist’s "state of 
mind" and the editorial pro¬ 
cess that led to the allegedly 
libelous statement. 

Court sources, who asked 
that they not be identified, 
said Burger ordered an in¬ 
vestigation. 


They said the print shop 
and office of the court's re¬ 
porter of decisions quickly 
became the focal point, be¬ 
cause employees in both of¬ 
fices had access to final de- 
cisiona, or parts of them, 
before they were released in 
written form. 


Rimbcy pipeline, Gulf’s own 
investigation showed that a 
valve controlling the 
pressure at the line's Ed¬ 
monton terminal was stuck 
almost closed.

Street. 

"This construction had- 
taken place without notice to 
<t!ulf Canada and prior to the 
signing of any crossing 
agreement (with thf city),” 
says the submission. This 
was a clear violation of con¬ 
servation board regula¬ 
tions.

for 60 gang victims 


NEW YORK (AP) — Or¬ 
ganized crime may have 
used a little-known, aban¬ 
doned railroad tunnel in 
Manhattan as the last rest¬ 
ing place for as many as 60 
gangland killing victims, the 
Daily News reports today. 

The police department 
confirmed there was exca¬ 
vation work going on at four 
sites in the tunnel. No bodies 
have yet been found, and 
police said they had no way 


of knowing for sure if any 
were buried beneath the de¬ 
bris clogging the tunnel. 

A police spokesman said 
authorities were given a tip 
that the tunnel was a body 
dump, but said they didn't 
necessarily give the report 
much credence. He said po¬ 
lice had no choice but to 
check out every report of 
bodies. 

The Dally News reports 
that police think there may 


be as many as 60 dismem 
bered killing victims dis¬ 
posed of in the tunnel by an 
Irish-American gang known 
as the Westies. 

Dismemberment of the 
victims is a trademark of 
the gang, one of whom once 
trained as a butcher, the 
newspaper said. The victims 
were reported to have been' 
killed and then cut up at a 
14th Street meat shop. 


Thousands of refugees 


Cambodians herded 
back into homeland 


TAP PRIK, Thailand 
(AP) — Tens of thousands of 
Cambodians, sprayed by 
Vietnamese artillery fire 
and herded along in columns 
by Cambodian soldier- 
guards, trudged along the 
Thai border Tuesday and 
back into their own embat¬ 
tled country. 

The tragic trek by more 
than 50,000 men, women and 
children began over the 
weekend when Cambodian 
troops loyal to ousted Pre¬ 
mier Pol Pot were driven 
into Thailand by a major 
Vietnamese offensive in 
western Cambodia. 

Pol Pot’s radical commu¬ 
nist regime was defeated in 
January after an estimated 


100,000 Vietnamese soldiers 
backing Cambodian insur¬ 
gents invaded the country. 
The ex-premier’s forces 
then launched a guerrilla 
war against new govern¬ 
ment, while trying to control 
large masses of civilians 
trapped in the fighting. 

Thai villagers told report¬ 
ers the soldiers killed at 
least four or five civilians, 
and others who resisted the 
forced return to Cambodia 
were tied to bamboo poles 
and made to continue. 

Thai authorities said more 
than 60 rounds of artillery, 
fired from inside Cambodia 
by the advancing Vietnam¬ 
ese, fell into the area of the 
mass march. They said they 
had no casualty estimates. 


A main group of some 50,- 
000 Cambodians fleeing the 
battlefield was joined Tues¬ 
day by another column from 
inside Cambodia. The group 
marched south for about 15 
kilometres along the fron¬ 
tier to this border village, 
where it began crossing 
back into Cambodia. 


About 2,000 Cambodian 
soldiers, some riding on mo¬ 
torcycles and in trucks, 
trailed the civilian columns, 
and Thai authorities said 
they were there to ensure 
order and prevent any of the 
civilians from bolting. The 
rear guard of soldiers was 
reported still inside Thai¬ 
land late Tuesday.

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6 Rape ’ in black-magic ritual 

Chicken blood poured on woman 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
(Heuter) — A woman who 
belonged to a Swiss-based 
Oriental religious sect told a 
court Tuesday she had been 
raped in a black-magic 
ritual in which a chicken 
. was killed and the blood 
; poured over her body. 

Verena Plein-Schoeb, 28, 

' said she had complained to 
Indian-born sect leader 
Swami Oinkarananda but he 
had rebuked her for not 
doing as she was told. 

Mrs. Plein-Schoeb, of 
Baden. Switzerland, faces 
charges of attempted mur¬ 
der along with the swami, 
19. and two other defen¬ 
dants. 


They are accused of trying 
to blow up the homes of two 
Swiss public figures who op¬ 
posed the activities of the 
swami’s Divine Light sect 
after it established a centre 
in the Swiss town of Winter¬ 
thur some years ago. 

Mrs. Plein-Schoeb. who 
said she had broken with the 
sect, did not name the rapist 
but said she had been 
shocked by the ritual and 
had protested to Swami Om- 
karananda. 

"I asked him if 1 really

had to do It and he was very 
angry that I asked because I 
had always done what he 
wanted before," she told the 
Swiss , federal criminal 
court’s live judges. 

Katherine Bingham, a 28- 
year-old Australian nurse, 
said in court that after her 
arrest she had undergone 
withdrawal symptoms be¬ 
cause of her separation 
from the sect. 

Miss Bingham, charged 
with complicity in the mur¬ 
der attempts and with at¬ 
tempting homicide by giving 
poisoned chocolate to a hos¬ 
tile neighbor, said she had 
fallen in love with a Swiss 


policewoman who conducted 
the preliminary interroga¬ 
tion. 

She said the policewoman 
gave her fresh fruit and 
clothes, visited her in pris¬ 
on, and sent greeting cards. 

The swami has denied the 
charges against him and 
said the Divine Light Centre 
had been the object of a hate 
campaign by jealous neigh¬ 
bors and "old pensioners” in 
Winterthur. 

The bespectacled swami, 
wearing a peach-colored 
robe, told the judges: “I do 
not order. There is no magic 
practice in the DLZ (Divine 
Light Centre). Love is the 


biggest magic that the DLZ 
needs and lives by.” 

About 30 members of the 
sect, which claims to have 
followers in Switzerland, 
West Germany and Austra¬ 
lia, have been attending the 
trial since it opened under 
strict security Monday. 

Mrs. Plein-Schoeb said 
she had been sent to India by 
the swami to look for “a 
magician who was so power¬ 
ful that he could kill peo¬ 
ple." 

But the swami, who said 
his name before becoming a 
monk was "Hare Krishna,” 
told the court: “No, no, I did 
not call for magicians.” He 
said the only people who 
would turn to a magician 
were neurotic wotjien. 


ROME (UPI) - Three 
jets carrying 613 Soviet 
Jews left for 'New York 
Tuesday in the biggest one- 
dav refugee airlift from 
Italy to America since the 
Second World War. It was 
the first phase of an opera¬ 
tion that will relocate 25.000 
people by September. 

The sudden surge was 
made possible by Attorney 
General Griffin Bell's use of 
his parole authority to admit 
25,000 East European refu¬ 
gees to the United States by 
the end of September. 

"This is a red letter day,” 
said Gaynor Jacobson, ex¬ 
ecutive vice-president of the 
Hebrew Immigrant Aid Ser 
vices, which has enabled 
more than four million Jews 
to reach Ihe United States 
since the Russian pogroms 
of the 1870s, as the planes 
lifted off from Rome's 


Ciampino and Fiumicino 
airports. 

Jacobson said that 50 per 
cent of the refugees coming 
from Italy had relatives in 
the United States and 40 per 
cent had uncles, aunts or 
cousins. 

Some of the immigrants 
plan to go , to Canada and 
Australia. 

"Some of these people 
have been waiting five 
months for this," Jacobson 
said. 

Most of the East European 
refugees—the vast majority 
Soviet Jews—who live in 
Italy are in Rome

Housing plus light industry urged at Royal Oak

A compromise proposal which 
would see residential and light in¬ 
dustrial development on 97 acres at 
Glanford and Vanalntan was out¬ 
lined toSa&nich council at a special 
meeting Tuesday. 

Arthur Kool. owner of 22 acres in the 
proposed Royal Oak industrial zone, 
said the plan was designed to ‘ try 
and meet area residents half way and 
get fid of the hostility which surrounds 
this vexing issue." 

Area residents will be invited to a 


public meeting May 2 to consider the 
proposal and municipal staff reports. 

Two weeks ago council, with the 
"reluctant” backing of Mayor Mel 
Couvelier, voted 5-4 to hold a second 
public hearing on the proposed Royal 
Oak industrial park plan. The hearing 
is scheduled for late May. 

Kool told council "all parties have 
shown a willingness to settle this 
issue.” 

However, Royal Oak Community As¬ 
sociation president Ben Pires, said in 
an interview late Tuesday he was sur¬ 
prised Kool was trying to push the new 
scheme. ' 


“It’s only at the preliminary discus¬ 
sion stage as far as we are con¬ 
cerned.” 

Pires said Kool’s “package deal" 
was outlined only last week to the 
association executive. 

"We certainly are far from being 
totally satisfied with the new propos¬ 
al.” 

A residential housing mix was pro¬ 
posed for 35 acres south of Mann 
Avenue, Pires said, adding that the 
executive wanted to see some resi¬ 
dential development on the southern 
boundary, along Kay Street. 

The executive also wants Glanford to 
remain “strictly residential.” 


Another stipulation is that there be no 
access to the industrial area from 
Glanford. All access would be off 
Vanalman. 

Aid. Mary Casilio said she had re¬ 
ceived calls from residents following a 
meeting Monday of the land owners 
protesting “strong pressure” being ap¬ 
plied to support the new plan. 

Kool responded that he had received 
no such complaints. Of the 43 persons 
attending the meeting only three did 
not support the pr posal, he said. 

Aid. Sandy Noel noted that Kool 
earlier had requested rezoning of the 
land for industrial development, had 
later proposed a residential use for the 


land, and subsequently had considered 
a commercial designation. 

“Is this the final go-around?” 

Kool said he was thoroughly frifctrat- 
ed at efforts to develop the land and 
admitted that he could change his 
mind again if the new plan was not 
successful. 

The original Royal Oak industrial 
proposal was killed 14 months ago on a 
5-4 council vote and later aldermen 
rejected a rezoning for an industrial 
zone in the Interurban Road area. 

Couvelier, who helped defeat the 1978 
proposal, cast the tie-breaking vote two 
weeks ago which assured the second 
public hearing. 


However, the mayor said he still 
believed the Royal Oak site was not as 
good an industrial site as the one he 
favored at Interurban, because of "un¬ 
realistically high” land values and was 
too dlose to relatively high quality 
homes. 

Couvelier has said he believed two or 
three developments would occur fairly 
quickly if the Royal Oak proposal went 
ahead. 

Council’s motion sending the request 
to public hearing was contingent on 
owners of the 97 acres submitting a 
local improvement petition and also 
agreeing to a land replotting scheme.

Two View Royal boys miraculously 
escaped death Tuesday night after 
being rescued from the top of a B.C. 

Hydro power line tower charged with 
about 138,000 volts. 

Colwood RCMP said the boys were 
Jamie Baker of Helmcken Road and 
Justin Dolfi of View Royal Avenue. 

Police received a call at about 7:14 
p.m. that the boys were atop the tower, 
alongside the Esquimalt and Nan¬ 
aimo Railway line. 

A B.C. Hydro crew was sent to the 
lower, and the power was cut off from 
the Duncan end of the line, which 
normally feeds the Esquimalt substa¬ 
tion. 

An RCMP constable, James O’Don¬ 
nell, and Hydro crewmembers climbed 
the tower and helped the boys down. 

The boys were given a stern lecture 
by O’Donnell never to climb a Hydro 
tower again. 

"Do you know what would have hap¬ 
pened if you had touched the electric¬ 
ity in this tower? You would have been 
fried like a hotdog,” he said. 

A hydro crewmember said after the 
incident the only thing that prevented 
the boys from being killed and knocked 
to the railway tracks by the force of the 
charge was that they "managed to step 
in the right places."

Staffing adequate , 
supervisor testifies 


There were no revela¬ 
tions as to the cause of 
the Easter morning death 
of an Oak Bay Manor pa¬ 
tient during the second 
night of testimony at the 
inquest Tuesday night.

Scarth, 95. had died from 
asphyxia, but much of Tues¬ 
day's night was taken up 


with testimony from two 
nursing supervisors, neither 
of whom was on duty at the 
time the woman was found 
dead by her bed with a re¬ 
straining jacket partially 
covering her throat and 
face. 

Under questioning by D.S. 
White, counsel for her em¬ 
ployer of less than two 
months. Patricia Threlfail, 
who has been director of 
nursing since Feb. 11, said 


Power supply 
up to snuff? 


Concern over future 
power supplies in Greater 
Victoria has sparked a re¬ 
quest for a B.C. Hydro offi¬ 
cial to appear at the June 
meeting of the Central Busi¬ 
ness District Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. 

The meeting was sought 
Tuesday despite a written 
assurance from Hydro's 
Vancouver Island Division 
manager G.J. Roper that the 
utility "has made provision 
for normal growth and ex¬ 
pansion of electric power in 
the Victoria area." - 

The issue surfaced last 
fall when the committee ex¬ 
pressed concern over fre¬ 
quent power outages and the 
possibility of future supplies 
being inadequate. 

In his letter. Roper said a 
new 500,000-volt “backbone" 
transmission line was sche¬ 
duled for completion this 
year and a miner line of the 


same voltage capacity 
would be in service in 1981. 

Expansion of substations 
at Horsey. Esquimalt and 
Sooke were under way to 
support the growing need for 
power, he said. 

However. Roper warned, 
there would be restrictions 
on power to new large in¬ 
dustrial users—mines and 
pulp mills—until a new sub¬ 
marine circuit came into 
service in 1983. 

"But for the typical com¬ 
mercial or residential de¬ 
velopment we foresee no 
such restriction,” he added. 

Aid. Ronald McKenzie 
said area councils should 
join in the city’s concern. 
"We need to have Hydro's 
program outlined to assure 
ourselves that future sup¬ 
plies to Greater Victoria will 
be adequate in the light of 
increased growth," he said.

Under questioning again 
from White, weekend nurs¬ 
ing supervisor Susan Ho¬ 
pewell compared Oak Bay 
Manor favorably with New 
York hospitals at which she 
had worked. 

"On a larger scale there is 
more feeling for the patients 
-and residents than other 
places," she said. 

She defended the staffing 
on the Saturday night-Sun- 
day morning shift, saying it 
was a little short but ade¬ 
quate. The more staff 
around, the more the pa¬ 
tients are disturbed during 
the night, she said. 

The inquest was ad¬ 
journed until Monday night. 

Meanwhile, an inquest in 
the death of Millicent Steele, 
found in similar circum¬ 
stances to Mrs". Scarth the 
same morning at Oak Bay 
Manor, is scheduled to start 
tonight.

‘Leave mall alone’ 


A proposal to close three blocks of the 
Government Street mall to car traffic for 
a total of three weeks this summer has 
drawn an angry response from the Vic¬ 
toria Downtown Business Association. 

“I’m aghast at plans to close the mall," 
association president Philip Holmes told 
a Tuesday luncheon meeting of the Central 
Business District Advisory Committee. 

The plan, worked out by city traffic 
committee chairman Aid. William 
McElroy, calls for the closure of Govern¬ 
ment to car traffic between Humboldt 
and Fort from May 18 to May 28 and again 
from July 16 to July 30. 

The proposal will be discussed by council 
Thursday. 

Holmes said merchants were concerned 
that they had not been asked to give 
their ideas on an issue that affected their 
livelihood. 

"I'm appalled council would even con¬ 
sider closure of such an important lifeline 
in the city’s economy." 

The mall, Holmes said, is a vibrant part 
of the city “and when you have some¬ 
thing that’s good, then leave it alone.” 


The idea of bringing more activity to the 
downtown area was a good one, he said, 
"but it should be aimed at other areas of 
the city that need help." 

The first closure period would include 
the Victoria Day and Swiftsure week¬ 
ends, he noted, adding that it might be 
valid to close the mall to vehicular traffic 
for a weekend bu^ifo longer. 

In his submission to council, McElroy 
says that closing the mall could provide a 
focal point for pedestrian activities, such 
as street dances and fashion shows. 

Holmes contended that the short closure 
"will prove absolutely nothing," and said 
the alderman “is toying with the livelihood 
of businessmen just to have a damn 
tea party downtown.” 

The mall was healthy and doing well, he 
added. 

City traffic crews will undertake a traf¬ 
fic and pedestrian analysis during the 
July closure to determine possible changes 
in shopping patterns, the committee was 
told. 


One plus one 
equals strike 


against union

The strange modern trend of 
union striking union record¬ 
ed another chapter Tuesday 
as two women effectively 
closed the Victoria and Van¬ 
couver offices of the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada. 

The women, members of 
the Office and Technical 
Employees Union, walked 
out to back demands for a 
first contract with the 
182,000-member PSAC, sec¬ 
ond biggest union in Canada. 
The move brought to three 
the number of unions in B.C. 
now being struck by OTEU. 

Some 20 clerical workers 
have been on strike since 
March 2 against the Regis¬ 
tered Nurses Association of 
B.C.. and another 25 against 
the Teamsters union since 
March 19. 

“When they take off their 
union hat and put on the hat 
of the employer,” said strik¬ 
ing Catherine Hauswirth of 
Victoria, “they are some¬ 
thing else again.” 

Hauswirth and Darlene 
Doiron, of Vancouver, make 
up a two-member certifica¬ 
tion of the OTEW in B.C., 
and as a result, were alone 
in the latest strike action. 

Oddly enough, the vast 
majority of secretaries em¬ 
ployed by the big PSAC, re¬ 
main in a non-union status. 

In addition to Hauswirth 
and Doiron, only the secre¬ 
taries in one Ottawa office 
are unionized. 

Hauswirth said she and 
Doiron became tired of 
waiting for a new contract. 
She noted that the B.C. 
Labor Relations Board had 
certified the staff of the re¬ 
gional offices in Victoria 
and Vancouver, containing 
only Hauswirth and Doiron, 
March 23, 1978. In spite of 
their efforts, and the efforts 
of OTEU officials, there had 
been no success in obtaining 
a first contract with PSAC. 

Opal Skilling, Vancouver- 
based secretary-treasurer 
of the OTEU, said the PSAC 
had insisted that any nego¬ 
tiations take place in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“We told them we were 
not about to go to Ottawa to 
negotiate for two people," 
Skilling said. 

Hauswirth said she was 
surprised to learn that the 
secretarial force was not 
unionized when she was em¬ 
ployed in the PSAC Victoria 
office a year and half ago. 

“I said ‘we'll soon do 
something about that,’” she 
said. 

Later she learned that 
Doiron was also seeking 
union affiliation. The efforts 
of the two led to a new certi¬ 
fication. 

The two women are seek¬ 
ing parity with their count¬ 
erparts in various other Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver union 
offices, all of whom are 
members of the OTEU. 
Hauswirth estimated that 
she and Doiron earn about 
$3,000 less per year than the 
others. 

They have been seeking 
support from the rank and 
file PSAC members, and 
have been getting it. 

"A number of components 
have sent wires to the PSAC 
headquarters in Ottawa say¬ 
ing that it is a bloody shame 
that we are being left with¬ 
out a contract,” Hauswirth 
said Tuesday as she carried 
on a lonely vigil outside the 
second-floor offices of the 
PSAC at Quadra and Mar¬ 
ket. 

She said she and Doiron

are also being supported by 
the PSAC staff representa¬ 
tives. 

John Hart, Vancouver Is¬ 
land regional representa¬ 
tive, honored the one- 
woman picket line Tuesday, 
and stayed away from his 
office. Three regional rep¬ 
resentatives in Vancouver 
did the same. 

Hauswirth said the strike 
comes at a particularly busy 
time for the big union, since 
most of its representatives 
are involved in political ac¬ 
tion connected with the fed¬ 
eral election campaign. 

The PSAC, not known for 
militancy in the past, has 
been threatening political 
action against any politi¬ 
cians supporting legislation 
(Bill C28) that the union 
feels would greatly hamper 
collective bargaining 

rights. 

"They (PSAC) are talking 
about protecting bargaining 
rights ... but what are they 
doing about our bargaining 
rights when they deny us 
the right to a first con¬ 
tract?” she said. 

In Vancouver, Skilling 
said there was no specific 
reason for the fact that the 
union now finds itself on 
strike against three other 
unions that serve as employ¬ 
ers of a number of OTEU 
employees. “We have never 
had this problem and we’ve 
been around since 1931.” 

In the case of the strike 
against the Teamsters, she 
took issue with statements 
made by Senator Ed Law- 
son, Canadian leader of the 
Teamsters union. Lawson 
has said that the Teamsters 
can t afford to meet the 
demands of a union whose 
secretaries are now being 
paid $22,000 a year 

“That’s not right,” said 
Skilling. "When they heard 
(hat, our girls took*their T4 
slips to the picketline to 
point out that this was not 
true.” 

She said that on the aver 
age the secretaries earn 
from $13,000 to $16,800 a 
year, and she surmised that 
Lawson was including a 
number of fringe benefits 
some of which are compui 
sory. 

"Maybe he's talking about 
his confidential secretary. I 
don't know what she 
earns."

The glowing earnings re¬ 
ports of most major com¬

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Trademark battle heating up 


WAYNE, N.J. (AP) — Formica Corp. is fighting to 
keep exclusive use of what may be its most important 
asset — its name. 

The fight, which has now been carried to the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court, could set a precedent that will deter¬ 
mine whether other companies will be able to main¬ 
tain exclusive use of such names as Xerox, Kleenex 
and Band Aid. 

“We have to assume that other famous trademarks 
will come under attack,” Formica president Martin Fried¬ 
man said in an interview. 

Formica has been fighting for almost a year, since the 
Denver regional office of the Federal Trade Commission 
filed a petition with the Trademark Trial and Appeal Board 
to cancel the registration of the Formica Trademark. The 
board is an administrative body of the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office. 

The petition alleges the trademark, which appears 
on a variety of decorative plastic laminates, has be¬ 
come the generic or descriptive name for all decorative 
plaktic laminates. 

"The motivation of the FTC is a bewilderment to 
us,” said Friedman, a 25-year employee with Ameri¬ 
can Cyanamic, Formica’s parent company. “It seems 
to be an attempt to punish us for our success. If you do 
everything right — produce a quality product amid fierce 
competition and continue to vigorously pursue the protec¬ 
tion of your trademark the reward is that you have your 
product taken away.” 

The board still hasn’t heard the case on its merits 
because Formica has challenged the legality of the suit and 
carried that complaint to the U.S. Supreme Court, which is 
expected to decide during the current term whether it will 
hear the challenge. 

Other companies have lost trademarks in the past. 
Bayer once had the sole right to aspirin and such names as 
escalator, thermos and linoleum used to be protected. The 
fear of losing trademarks has prompted such companies as 
Xerox and Coca Cola to conduct advertising campaigns em¬ 
phasizing Xerox does not refer to just any copier or 
Oeke to just any cola. 


Faster pictures 
from Polaroid 

NEEDHAM, Mass. (AP) — Dr. Edwin Land, chair¬ 
man of Polaroid, introduced a new, quicker color 
film at the company’s annual stockholders’ meeting 
Tuesday, and said it produces sharper color photo¬ 
graphs in one minute. 

Film currently sold by Polaroid takes four minutes 
to develop. Polaroid’s competitor, Eastman-Kodak, 
plans to have on the market soon a film that produces 
a picture within five minutes. 

Demonstrated with current instant cameras, the 
new film begins to develop almost immediately after 
leaving the camera. A strong image appears 15 sec¬ 
onds later; vivid colors appear within 30 seconds, and 
the print is fully developed within a minute.

“The product is bought by profes¬ 
sionals, manufacturers of cabinet and table tops, who know 
exactly what they are buying. 

"In 1950, the price of our product was double what it 
is today," he added. “It’s one of the few products 
where the price went steadily down until the Arab oil 
embargo in 1971.” 

Friedman said the company, which had $350 million 
in sales last year, challenges the FTC’s right to use a 1946 
law (the Lanham Act) to take away a trademark first 
registered in 1922. That issue is currently before the 
U.S. Supreme Court.

SMU will leave rugby league after Russell Cup final 


, BY TOM KEYSEI 

Win, lose or draw—it makes no difference. 

Following Friday’s annual scrap for the Howard 
Russell Cup, emblematic of the Greater Victoria 
high school rugby league title, St. Michael’s Univer¬ 
sity School is calling it quits. 

Not just for the season. For good. 

The decision-makers at SMU, which won three of 
the last four city championships and captured the 
B.C. independent school title last fall, have agreed a 
seven-month rugby season is just too long. 

So, after Friday's championship match against 
Oak Bay Barbarians, the private school's involve¬ 
ment with Victoria-area competition will be limited 
to exhibitions only. SMU will not travel to Burnaby 
for the provincial championship tournament next 
month and won’t return to the city league in 1979. 


•‘It’s very disappointing to us,” said 1979 league 
chairman Ed Kubek Tuesday. 

"We can only hope they’ll change their minds. The 
school is very interested in high academic standards 
and I guess they don’t want to emphasize one sport 
too heavily. That’s their decision. 

“But we’ve certainly benefited over the years 
from their strong rugby tradition.” 

SMU has already qualified for the B.C.’s, as has 
Oak Bay and defending champion Victoria High 
Titans. Kubek’s Claremont Spartans, as fourth-place 
team, will take the third Island spot in the three-day 
affair, May 3-5. 

As an independent, SMU opens its season in Sep¬ 
tember and plays a schedule with Brentwood Col¬ 
lege, Shawnigan Lake Boys School and St. George's 
of Vancouver. 

The Richmond Road powerhouse, coached by Mike 
Walsh, romped through last autumn without a loss, 


while the rest of Victoria was still thinking basket¬ 
ball. 

In all, Walsh’s boys racked up a 25-0 record, in¬ 
cluding 12 Victoria league wins and a semi-final tri¬ 
umph. 

“The length of the season really is demanding," 
said Walsh, who came to St. Michael’s 11 years ago 
after playing for a first-class team in London and 
reserving on the Scottish national team. 

“It’s very difficult playing through our third 
term. 

“I have mixed feelings about the decision to drop 
out of the local league but I must admit it gets 
tougher all the time to keep the boys’ Interest high. 

"The long season ends up cutting into our summer 
sport programs, such as track and field, so the pres¬ 
ent arrangement isn’t quite fair.” 

By losing SMU, the Victoria league loses a bastion 
of quality. Especially this season’s edition. 


SMU was never really tested on the field, although 
Walsh insists every game was tough for what he calls 
"the best team I’ve coached here." 

He even thinks the bruising Oak Bay side—two- 
time losers to SMU this spring—has a chance to win 
Friday’s final, set for University of Victoria’s McCoy 
Road Field at 4:30 p.m. The Hodgkins Division final 
between Esquimau and Lambrick Park precedes the 
Russell game, at 3. 

Two of the last four years, SMU has won the Island 
title but refused to travel to Vancouver for the 
provincials. The Russell final has always signalled 
the end of rugby for the season. 

The only time the school took part was 1976, when 
the championships were in Victoria. That year, SMU 
reached the final, losing to Tweedmuir of Surrey 
20-16 in referee's time.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — 
The board chairman of the 
United States Auto Club, 
embroiled in a continuing 
battle between USAC and 
the dissident Championship 
Auto Racing Teams, re¬ 
signed Tuesday because of a 
“potential conflict' of inter¬ 
est” involving his other busi¬ 
ness concerns. 

Reynold MacDonald, ap¬ 
pointed president of USAC in 
1973 and chairman of its 
board of directors since 
1976, said the dispute that 
has split championship rac¬ 
ing into two bitter camps 
created "a personal prob¬ 
lem” that forced his resig¬ 
nation. 

MacDonald is also chair- 
man and chief executive 
officer of Interlake, Inc., a 
Chicago-based company in 
metals and material han¬ 
dling which does business 
with many of the sponsors 
and suppliers of USAC 
events. 

“In 1973, when I accepted 
■ the position with USAC, it 
was with full knowledge and 
support of Interlake's board 
of directors,” MacDonald 
said in a prepared state¬ 
ment. “During the last six 
years, with all concerned 
co-operating to improve 
USAC racing events, this re¬ 
lationship has been very im¬ 
portant and constructive.” 

But he said the contro¬ 
versy between USAC and 
CART "has resulted in an 
abnormal amount of time 
being required to try to solve 
the problems and has creat¬ 
ed a potential conflict of in¬ 
terest for myself and Inter¬ 
lake,” 

“I cannot allow that to 
happen," he said. 

MacDonald said the USAC 
board has accepted his 
resignation and his recom¬ 
mendation that USAC presi¬ 
dent Dick King assume the 
board chairmanship. 

Meanwhile, Joe Cloutier, 
president of Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway, said 
USAC’s rejection of the In¬ 
dianapolis 500 entries by six 


CART teams may not have 
been “100 per cent right, but 
they had some justification 
in doing something.”

Patrick has asked whether 
USAC was speaking for the 
Speedway or itself when it 
rejected the six CART 
teams. 

Cloutier said; "I have 
stated throughout that all 
sanctions lie with the United 
States Auto Club. I prefer an 
amiable settlement between 
the United States Auto Club 
and CART.” 

Patrick said Cloutier’s 
reply “didn’t say any¬ 
thing.” 

“We are evaluating what 
to do.” 

He did not say what course 
CART would take, although 


the breakaway organization 
could go to court to force 
USAC to accept the entries. 

“Unfortunately, as things 
go along, there have been 
name-calling and threats," 
Cloutier said. “It’s rather 
difficult for either side to 
operate separately. Neither 
has enough cars to put on a 
good race. Right now nei¬ 
ther one is doing real well.” 

Cloutier said the ban on 
the six CART teams could 
keep some of the top drivers 
out of the 500, but the Speed¬ 
way is “going to try to have 
as good a race as we’ve ever 
had.”

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rVeteran misses 
No. 200 again

ATLANTA (AP) — If anyone ever devises a list of 
hard luck athletes, reserve a spot for Atlanta knuck- 
leballer Phil Niekro. 

The 40-year-old Braves righthander is closing in on 
a milestone, his 200th career victory — one he wants 
to attain in Atlanta. 

"I wanted to win this 200th at home." Niekro said 
Monday night after another in a long line of heart¬ 
breaking losses that have filled his 16-year major 
league career. 

“I have been thinking 
about that a lot over the 
winter and during spring 
training," he added. “I 
guess it really doesn't 
matter where you win it, 
but I'd like to win it 
here.” 

Niekro appeared to 
have No. 199 in the bag 
Monday night, owning a 
2-0 six-hit shutout over 
St. Louis Cardinals after 
eight innings, but the 
Cards tied it in the ninth 
and then beat Niekro 3-2 
in the 10th, leaving the 
Braves’ ace with a 1-4 
record this season and a 
198-175 lifetime mark. 

"This one was hard to 
take, because I’ll be 
pitching again Friday 
night (against Chicago) 
and I could have had a 
shot at my 200th at home. 
Now. it looks like it might 
come.. on the road. I 
should have two starts on 
our next road trip.” 

But, the way things 
have been going for 
Niekro, he still may have 
a shot at No. 200 when the 
Braves return home fol¬ 
lowing a six-game road 
trip. 

In his last eight starts, including three at the end of 
the 1978 season, the Braves have scored only 14 runs. 
The string includes four shutouts by opposing pitch¬ 
ers. 

The end of the 1978 campaign was exasperating to 
Niekro, who was attempting to become a 20-game 
winner for the third time in his career, but he 
finished with a 19-18 record after three late defeats. 

Niekro thus is off to the same 1-4 start he had a 
year ago, and he is puzzled by it. 

"The last two or three years I’ve had a good spring 
and gotten off to a bad start when the season began,” 
Niekro said. “Maybe next year I ought to just skip 
spring training." 

The first problem is getting that elusive No. 200. 
which at one moment he terms “no big deal," but on 
second thought adds: "I guess it really is, but I’m 
sure I’ll win more games after that.”

Canadians giving it best shot 


MOSCOW (CP) — What 
ever else might disturb Can¬ 
ada’s hockey hierarchy 
about the performance of 
Team Canada at the 1979 
world hockey championship, 
don’t let it be said the play¬ 
ers haven't given it their 
best shot. 

If anything, professional 
hockey in North American 
can be faulted for not ac¬ 
cepting the fact that Euro¬ 
pean system is a more excit¬ 
ing game to watch because 
of the skill factor. 

"Canada is a rich source 
of so much hockey talent," 
said Czechoslovak captain 
Ivan Hlinka following his 
team’s 10-6 win over the Ca¬ 
nadians on Monday. 

"The problem is that they 
growVithout good guidance 
from coaches,” he said. 
"We have so few talented 
hockey players in Czechoslo¬ 
vakia that those who do play 
well get more individual at¬ 
tention to develop their 
skills.” 

Andre Boudrfas. an em¬ 
ployee of Hockey Canada — 
the federal government 
agency responsible for ex¬ 
change programs such as 
the world championship that 
involves Canadian' pros — 
and an assistant to head 
coach Marshall JohnsDpi at 
this global tourney, agreed 
with the Czechoslovak veter¬ 
an. 

"It’s the skills where 
we’re lacking," Boudrias 
admitted Tuesday as the Ca¬ 
nadians rested prior to 
meeting the defending 
champion Soviet Union to¬ 
night at the Lizhniki Ice 
Palace. 

“I know it must get boring 
hearing the same excuse but 
with all due respect to the 
hockey we’re used to watch¬ 
ing back home, it is quite 
obvious we are falling be¬ 
hind the Europeans.” 

Nor does Boundrias ac¬ 
cept the premise the Euro¬ 
pean system would not be as 
effective on the smaller Na¬ 
tional Hockey League rinks 
as they are in Europe. 

“All you have to do is go 
back to the Challenge Cup 
to make a comparison,” 
Boudrias added. 

In the New York series 
last February, the Soviet 
squad that is making a farce 


of the current world cham¬ 
pionship, lost the first game 
of a three-game series then 
won the next two, including 
a 6-0 rout in the third game 
against an NHL all-star 
team. 

“And don’t think the So¬ 
viets didn’t make some ad¬ 
justments ..of their own,” 
Boudrias said. 

The Canadians, without a 
point and in last place in 
the four-team championship 
round of the tournament, 
are going against a Soviet 
team that has scored 22 
goals in its last two starts — 
11-1 over Czechoslovakia 
and 11-3 against Sweden. 

Even salvaging a point 
against the Big Red Machine 
tonight would result in out¬ 
cries for an all-out doping 
test on players from both 
sides’ rather than the ran¬ 
dom spot checks now un¬ 
dertaken at the arena after 
each game. 

And regardless of the out¬ 
come of the Czechosiovak- 
Sweden game, Canada will 
be mathematically elimin¬ 
ated from the medals to¬ 
night, making the result of 
Friday’s windup against the 
Swedes anti-climatic. 

Veteran centre Marcel 
Dionne, who makes in ex¬ 
cess of $300,000 a year with 
Los Angeles Kings and 
doesn’t need the aggreva- 
tions of international hock¬ 
ey after his team is elimin¬ 
ated, has made it known he 
won’t go home in shame 
from this tournament. 

“After I come away from 
these championships I know 
just how much I have to 
work at my game,” said 
the 27-year-old Dionne.” 

"But, it is the greatest ex¬ 
perience a young guy can 
get. I know it's been benefi-

cial to me. There’s no em¬ 
barrassment losing here. 

“Maybe the owners back 
home now will wise up and 
start to get rid of the goons 
and concentrate on putting 
out better hockey players. I 
am really proud to have 
been a member of this 
team.” 

He was referring to some 
Canadian professional 
teams that have represented 
Canada at the world cham¬ 
pionships over the last few 
years whose pugnacious ap¬ 
proach to the game prompt¬ 
ed black headlines in sports 
publications throughout Eu¬ 
rope and Canada. 

At this championship, 
Team Canada is the least 
penalized team in the medal 
group and at one stage was 
battling Finland for the Fair 
Play Trophy which goes to 
the team with the fewest 
penalty minutes in the tour¬ 
ney.

It was the second win 
against a defeat and two 
ties for the Americans in 
the four-team relegation 
pool. The Poles, needing a 
win to stay alive, dropped 


down to the Group B cham¬ 
pionship next year. 

Finland rallied twice to tie 
the score and went on to beat 
West Germany 7-3 In the 
other game. Finland now 
leads the group with seven 
points, one more than the 
U.S. West Germany has five 


points and Poland 2. 

Poland, the only team 
without a victory in the Mos¬ 
cow championship, will be 
replaced by the Netherlands 
in the next world tourna¬ 
ment in Sweden in 1981. The 
Netherlands won the Group 
B title last month.

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Dutch soccer ace Johan Cruyff 
has reached an agreement on “all.major points” tor a 
one-year contract with the Cosmos of the North American 
Soccer League, the Amsterdam evening newsvaper Het 
Parool reported Tuesday. 

The report said that after five hours of negotiations in 
New York neither Cruyff nor the club was prepared to name 
a price, but that it certainly was lower than the $4 million the 
Cosmos were reported to have offered for a two-year 
contract. 

Cruyff, 31, was due to return home to Barcelona Tuesday, 
and providing the contract details were complete, he hoped 
to make his debut for the Cosmos within two to three 
weeks. 

The report said the Cosmos gave in to all but one of the 
conditions set down by Cruyff — that he be left out of a world 
tour scheduled for this fall. 

Cruyff formally quit soccer after a farewell game in 
Amsterdam last November but he was looking to make a 
comeback in the NASL in a big money deal with the 
Cosmos.

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Bianchi hearing: ‘Our case conies first ’ 


BELLINGHAM, Wash. (AP) — What¬ 
com County authorities say Kenneth Bian- 
chi will have to face trial on two local 
murder charges before any extradition to 
Los Angeles, where police say they are 
asking that he be charged in 10 kill¬ 
ings attributed to the Hillside Strangler. 

' Whenever we have a crime, it has to be 
handled, and we feel our case should 
be handled here first," said Whatcom 
County Prosecutor Dave McEachran. 


Bianchi, 27, is accused of the Jan. 11 
stranglings here of Karen Mandic, 22, and 
Diane Wilder, 27, both students at Western 
Washington University. Their bodies were 
found in the back of a car on an isolated 
cul-de-sac in Bellingham. 

Los Angeles Police Chief Daryl Gates 
announced Monday that his department, 
the Los Angeles County sheriff’s office and 
Glendale police were seeking charges from 
the district attorney’s office against Bian¬ 


chi in 10 of the 13 Hillside Strangler slay¬ 
ings. 

Bianchi has pleaded innocent by reason 
of insanity to the Bellingham slayings and 
is being held without bond in the Whatcom 
County jail. His lawyer, Dean Brett, met 
Monday with Bianchi but has declined 
comment on the Los Angeles accusa¬ 
tions. 


In Los Angeles, meanwhile, police 
spokesman Dan Cooke said the task force 
was still trying to pinpoint an accomplice 
they believe assisted in at least some of the 
stranglings. 

No trial date has been set on the Belling¬ 
ham stranglings. A sanity hearing, which 
could last two weeks, will probably be held 
next month. 


Nuclear plants battle 
against shutdown 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The operators of 
nuclear reactors with similar design fea¬ 
tures to the crippled Three Mile Island 
nuclear reactor sought Tuesday to head off 
a possible shutdown of their facilities by 
the'Nuclear Regulatory Commission. 

Executives from four utilities and from 
the Babcock and Wilcox engineering firm 
argued before the NRC staff that plants 
which use Babcock and Wilcox reactors 
can be operated safely. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission is 
expected to decide today whether to order 
temporary shutdown of eight reactor units 
which use the Babcock and Wilcox equip¬ 
ment. Four of the units already are out of 
service for refueling or safety checks. 

If a shutdown is ordered, the hardest hit 
will be the Duke Power Co., whose three 
reactors provide electricity for much of 
South Carolina and North Carolina. 

Warren Owen, a senior vice-president of 
Duke Power, said in an interview that a 
shutdown would cause sporadic blackouts 


in his service area during the peak-demand 
month of August. 

He said his company's three Oconee 
nuclear facilities provide 60 per cent of 
the electric power in South Carolina and 40 
per cent of Duke Power's total output. 

The operators of the Davis-Besse plant 
in Ohio, the Rancho Seco plant In Califor¬ 
nia and Arkansas Unit One in Arkansas 
urged the NRC staff against recommend 
ing a shutdown. 

Two key NRC staff members—Roger 
Mattson, director of the division of system 
safety, and Edson Case, deputy director of 
nuclear reactor regulation—told NRC 
commissioners Monday that a temporary 
closing of the Babcock and Wilcox plants 
was advisable. 

However, Case’s superior, Harold Den¬ 
ton. who supervised emergency operations 
at Three Mile Island, suggested further 
discussions with the utilities and reactor 
manufacturer, prompting Tuesday's day 
long meeting.

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Rights official 
backs members

The makeup of the present B.C. Human 
Rights Commission is democratic, com¬ 
mission chairman Margaret Strongitharm 
said in an interview. . 

Mrs.'Strongitharm said Saturday tnat it 
was important in a democratic society to 
have a commission with people “who re¬ 
flect different points of view.” 

“That is-the basis of democracy. Unless 
you have different points of view you 
can make decisions that are so easy. You 
have to consider all the implications,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Strongitharm said the commission 
would not resign as human rights groups 
in B.C. were asking it to. 

She said commission members who were 
involved in violations of the Human Rights 
Code and decisions which discriminated 
against women, or who believed that homo¬ 
sexuals should not be hired as teachers, 
were necessary to the varied makeup of 
the commission. 

She said: “I respect the members of the 
(12-member) commission and I believe 
they are able and competent people.” 

She said it was a “misunderstanding" 
when commission members at a meeting 
this month discussed a letter from Social 
Credit MLA Stephen Rogers (Vancouver 
South), written on behalf of an employer in 
a sex-discrimination case. 

The case is still in the hands of a board of 
inquiry. 

Commission members did not ask for the 
complainant's side of the story, and the 
case was called “nonsense” and “gar¬ 
bage.” 


Mrs. Strongitharm said, ‘*Those re¬ 
marks should never have been made.” 

At the meeting, commission member 
Jock Smith said the Human Rights offi¬ 
cer investigating the case should be fired. 

Mrs. Strongitharm said she was unaware 
that the officer whom Smith wanted fired, 
Ajit Mehat, also investigated a sex-dis¬ 
crimination case in 1978 in which Smith 
was involved as a member of the Surrey 
school board. 

On another subject, Mrs. Strongitharm 
said it was her view that homosexuals were 
not covered under the B.C. Human Rights 
Code. 

She said the commission had taken no 
position on homosexual rights and was 
waiting for a Supreme Court of Canada 
ruling later this month. 

(In this court case, the present commis¬ 
sion is represented along with the com¬ 
plainant, The Gay Alliance Toward Equal¬ 
ity, in arguing that the Vancouver Sun 
contravened the Human Rights Code by re¬ 
fusing an advertisement from the alli¬ 
ance.) 

Mrs. Strongitharm said in the interview 
that she wanted to continue to have open 
meetings, although she defended her right 
to deny the press access to minutes of 
previous public meetings. 

She said the minutes could be misinter¬ 
preted by someone who might read some¬ 
thing into them. 

She said none of the previous meetings 
were advertised, but this would change. 

She called on the press to give the com¬ 
mission support and to allow it to “prove 
that it is positive about human rights.”

Take me on too, Mair taunts 


Environment Minister 
Rafe Mair Tuesday Invited 
B.C. Federation of Labor 
chief Jim Kinnaird to in¬ 
clude him in any legal action 
taken against Forests Minis¬ 
ter Tom Waterland. 

The federation’s lawyers 
have been asked to study 
statements made by Water- 
land in Merritt last Saturday 
night. Waterland said labor 
leaders must accept part of 
the responsibility when 
there is violence or the 
threat of violence on the 
picket lines. 

“And I agree completely 
with that statement," Mair 
said Tuesday in Victoria. 
“He was the labor leader 
who warned there could be a 
bloodbath in British Colum¬ 
bia and he cannot now es¬ 
cape his share of the respon¬ 
sibility when violence rears 
its head.” 

Last week, rifle fire was 
aimed at trucks leaving the 
Endako Mine near Fraser 
Lake. No one was injured in 
the incident, and the local 
union leaders have deplored 
the incident as one they 
would not endorse. 

But Mair said being a 
labor leader “as Kinnaird is 
carries with it a great deal 
of responsibility. 

“He has the same respon¬ 
sibility a politician has or a 
businessman has. He must 
weigh his words carefully 
before he uses them and he 
must weigh them particu¬ 
larly carefully when misin¬ 


terpretation could lead to 
unpleasant incidents.” 

Mair said the fact that the 
union involved in the dispute 
at Endako—the Canadian 
Association of Industrial, 
Mechanical and Allied 
Workers—is not affiliated 
with the B.C. Federation of 
Labor “does not eliminate 
or reduce a labor leader’s 
responsibility.” 

He added that “if he (Kin¬ 
naird) wants to sue, then let 
him. But I hold strong views 
on responsibility and I hold 
them unequivocally." 

Kinnaird has claimed that 
his reference to the threat of 
a bloodbath in B.C. had been 
misinterpreted. He main¬ 
tains that the phrase was 
used as a warning that if^he 
extension of the Essential 
Services Act was enforced 
there could be serious trou¬ 
ble ahead in the labor field. 


He claims that in his use of 
the term he was not refer¬ 
ring to actual bloodshed but 
to turmoil in labor rela¬ 
tions. 

“That is something like 
going around shouting ‘don't 
throw him in the duck pond’ 
while pointing out just 
where the duck pond is," 
Mair said. “He said there 
could be a bloodbath and he 
can’t escape the official re¬ 
sponsibility for having said 
that.” 

In other labor activity on 
the election front, the presi¬ 
dent of Local 234 of the Ca¬ 
nadian Brotherhood of Rail¬ 
way, Transport and General 
Workers, has written to all 
members asking them to 
support the NDP in the cur¬ 
rent election campaign. 

The letter, signed by Sven 
Rasmussen, states that the

Preston firm: 
Criticism 
still stands 

A member of a women’s rights’ group said Monday she 
has not changed her criticism of a B.C. Human Rights 
Commission meeting. 

Norrie Preston of the Canadian Advisory Council On the 
Status of Women was reacting to public statements by 
commission chairman Margaret Strongitharm. 

Mrs. Strongitharm said in a CBC-Radio interview on 
April 10 that Mrs. Preston had “modified” her impression of 
the meeting. 

A transcript of that interview says: 

(Interviewer) “Rights meeting like boys’ locker room. 
That’s the headline in the Victoria Colonist after the most 
recent meeting of the Human Rights Commission . . . this 
afternoon we’ve got the chairman of the commission, Mrs. 
Strongitharm. on the line to us . . . 

(Strongitharm) “Good afternoon.” 

(Interviewer) "How about that comment. . .‘like a 
boys' locker room.’ What do you think?" 

(Strongitharm) “Well I think it was a very unfortu¬ 
nate . description of the meeting ... by one member of 
(he public who was present at the meeting... I do 
know the person who was present, it was Norrie Pres¬ 
ton .. . and we did discuss the meeting later on and I think 
she has modified that particular impression.” 

Mrs. Strongitharm also said Saturday in an interview 
with the Colonist that Mrs. Preston had “changed her 
position" on the meeting, at which some commission mem¬ 
bers made hostile remarks and jokes about women and 
homosexuals. 

Mrs. Preston said Monday: “I certainly have not 
changed my mind. When I got back from a meeting in 
Hamilton I couldn't believe it when someone told me that 
Mrs. Strongitharm had said that on the radio. I have not 
changed my mind at all.” 

Mrs. Preston said she met with Mrs. Strongitharm two 
days after the controversial April 3 commission meeting, 
and that Mrs. Strongitharm was apologetic about the meet¬ 
ing. 

“She said it was like trying to keep a roomful of little 
children in order," Mrs. Preston said. 

Mrs. Preston said Mrs. Strongitharm was “possibly 
under pressure from Labor Minister Allan Williams to ride 
this thing through.” 

Human rights groups are calling on the commission to 

resign. 


Beloved canoe 
on the market 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
The man with the $35,000 
hollow log is still looking for 
a buyer for British Colum¬ 
bia's most famous canoe. 

Geordie Tocher has had a 
few nibbles for the log, 
w hich is his beloved Orenda, 
(he canoe he carved from a 
Douglas fir and sailed to Ha¬ 
waii last summer. 

Tocher has the canoe up 
for sale so that he can fi¬ 
nance a commercial film he 
made of the voyage. 

He undertook the voyage 
to prove that Haida Indians 


could have sailed from the 
northwest to the South Pa¬ 
cific as long as 1,400 years 
ago. 

Tocher crafted his 12- 
metre canoe over a 2 %-year 
period and went into debt for 
about $85,000. Most of the 
debt has been paid back, but 
he still needs money for a 
film venture. 

He said that revenue from 
the film would finance a sec¬ 
ond voyage, providing he 
could borrow the Urenda 
back from the its new 
owner.

Grits, NDP scoff 
at poll’s findings 


The leaders 


Chowder stop at Gander 


It was fine Newfoundland clam chow¬ 
der and Conservative leader Joe Clark 
dug into it heartily during one-hour 


luncheon stop at Gander on his way to 
St. John’s for federal election cam¬ 
paign rally Monday. 


Women are active, 
but not candidates 


OTTAWA (CP) — While 
hundreds of women are in¬ 
volved in campaign organiz¬ 
ing and dozens of others are 
pushing to make women’s 
rights an election issue, only 
07 female candidates have 
been nominated so far to run 
for the three major parties. 

They arc battling against 
history. Only 28 of about 1,- 
700 members of Parliament 
elected since women got the 
vpte in 1918 have been fe¬ 
male. 

For the May 22 election, 
the Liberals have nominated 
21 women, the Conserva¬ 
tives 14 and the New Demo¬ 
cratic Party 32. There are 
282 seats to be filled. At least 
700 men are running. 

"I think women arc get¬ 
ting a little bit tired of run¬ 
ning in fairly insignificant 
seats for the NDP,” says 
Judy Wasylycia-Leis, the 
NDP’s federal women's or¬ 
ganizer. 

The Liberals have an elec¬ 
tion women's commission to 
remind all candidates of 
women’s issues and to pro¬ 
vide extra help for female 
candidates. 

The Conservatives have 
nothing special for female 
candidates. “They’re candi¬ 
dates like all the others 
are,” says Conservative 
spokesman Jodi White. 

Meantime, the govern¬ 
ment-appointed Canadian 
Advisory Council on the Sta¬ 
tus of Women has assembled 


a non-partisan kit for 
women candidates, with tips 
such as having campaign 
photographs "attractive but 
with no cheesecake flavor.” 

The private National Ac¬ 
tion Committee on the Sta¬ 
tus of Women is monitoring 
all party leaders’ state¬ 
ments, campaign literature, 
and backing for women can¬ 
didates. It plans to rate the 
three parties publicly before 
the vote. 

The reasons more women 
don’t run depend on whom 
you talk to. Party officials 
say married women, espe¬ 
cially mothers, are reluc¬ 
tant to risk neglecting their 
families or forcing family- 
moves to Ottawa. Unmar 
ried women worry about fi¬ 
nancial insecurity’ if they 
lose. 

Lynn McDonald, president 
of the National Action Com¬ 
mittee, cites prejudice 
against women, not among 
voters but among local party 
organizers, who feel women 
candidates are risky. 

The advisory council says 
these characteristics of 
many women create obsta¬ 
cles: Lack of education in 
civic affairs, isolation from 
the political arena and lack 
of financial independence. 

A council study found that 
only four per cent of the 414 
seats contested by women 
between 1921 and 1974 were 
so-called safe seats—where 
one party had held the seat 


for five consecutive elec¬ 
tions. 

The council found no evi¬ 
dence of widespread voter 
resistance to female candi¬ 
dates because of their sex. 


TORONTO (UPC) - 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
New Democratic Party 
leader Ed Broadbent 
scoffed Tuesday at poll re¬ 
sults showing Joe Clark's 
Conservatives leading in 
voter support in every prov¬ 
ince except Quebec. 

The CBC poll results re¬ 
leased Monday showed the 
Tories with 40.2 per cent of 
the committed vote, the Lib¬ 
erals with 38.4 per cent, the 
New Democrats at 10 per 
cent and the Soereds at 4.0 
per cent. 

A . large number of 
voters—31.5 per cent—were 
still undecided. 

“Outrageous,” Trudeau 
spokesman Jim Coutts said. 

Liberal officials said the 
survey was conducted by “a 
bunch of amateurs ... a 
completely amateurish ef¬ 
fort.” They said private 
polls indicated the two 
major parties were running 
much closer. 

The Liberals questioned 
specifically the results indi¬ 
cating a wide Tory lead in 
Ontario. 

Broadbent also dismissed 
the poll results. "It is still 
early in the campaign . . . 
For the first two weeks of 
the campaign, people are 


still thinking about hockey 
games and not elec¬ 
tions ... but our campaign 
is going strongly.” 

The poll, surveying 2,300 
Canadians in mid-April, was 
conducted by Carleton Uni¬ 
versity students and fac¬ 
ulty. 

It showed that 37 per cent 
of the important labor vote 
had swung behind the 
Tories, 36 per cent support¬ 
ing the Liberals, and 25 per 
cent for the NDP. 

The New Democrats were 
hoping the open support of 
the Canadian Labor Con¬ 
gress would attract the 
workers, but the poll indi¬ 


cated no change in labor 
support from the 1974 elec¬ 
tion. 

In British Columbia, the 
NDP came second in the 
race for power with 26.5 per 
cent of the vote, compared 
to the Tories’ 45.3 per cent. 
The Liberals picked up 22.9 
per cent.

OTTAWA (CP) — Ed 
Broadbent. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party leader, is the 
only major political party 
leader so far in the cam¬ 
paign to single out women’s 
rights as a prime issue. 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Joe Clark plans a 
policy statement on 
women's rights about two 
weeks closer to voting day, 
according to an aide. 

As for Prime Minister 
Trudeau, the director of the 
Liberal women's commis¬ 
sion says, "Your guess is as 
good as mine." 

All parties have compiled 
policy papecs on the status 
of women, all pledging mea¬ 
sures aimed at equality, 
especially at work. 

Broadbent has proposed 
an eight-point program with 
female hiring quotas for 
government and some pri¬ 
vate firms, more day care, 
more job training, better 
benefits for part-time work¬ 
ers and pension rights for 
housewives. 

And he has rapped the Lib¬ 
erals for pre-election budget 
cuts for job-training allow¬ 


ances and job-counselling 
services to women. 

Broadbent also criticizes 
the Liberals for recent un¬ 
employment insurance re¬ 
strictions. The same com¬ 
plaint is in the Conservative 
policy paper. 

The Conservative paper 
says the party would set an 
example for the private sec¬ 
tor and confer with business, 
labor and educational lead¬ 
ers "to work out innovative 
ways of accommodating 
women's need for economic 
independence.” 

Conservatives would per¬ 
mit the deduction of salaries 
paid to a spouse as a busi¬ 
ness expense in unincor¬ 
porated farms and other 
businesses. 

A Consejrvative govern¬ 
ment would toughen equal- 
pay laws and extend a 
spouse’s allowance that is 
now cut off six months after 
the recipient's husband dies. 
Pension rights for house¬ 
wives would be examined. 

The Liberal policy paper 
stresses the government 
record, ranging from the re¬ 
cent child tax credit for low- 
income mothers to the 1969 
loosening of abortion laws.

stir creativity 

» TORONTO (CP) — As a teacher, actress and poet, 
Nancy Snipper has found her greatest joy in helping 
thousands of children toward better self-expression, 
self-understanding and love of reading. 

She has developed highly successful methods of 
using drama and music to unlock creativity and motivate 
children in the lower grades to act out studies. 

“If a subject can be personally expressed by a child, 
he or she lives through it," she says. 

Now, as a result of years of study and improvisation, 
she believes she has come up with a new key to learning 
and a treasured keepsake. 

It's a series of sculptured wooden books for chil¬ 
dren. 

“Children like real things — ones they can keep and 
treasure and manipulate,” she says. 

Miss Snipper writes her own verses, carves snow¬ 
flakes, suns, beavers and farms out of fine wood and 
illustrates them with her own paintings, 

“Today, so often, so little is lasting in the child’s 
world," she says. 

“Children feel insecure. They have many environ¬ 
mental changes, social situations. My Snipper wooden 
books are something to tie to, to keep as we used to 
those well-made dolls and other toys of earlier days. 
Today most toys last a very short time.” 

Snipper wooden books have already found their 
way into the Canadiana collection at the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, into book stores and libraries. 

Toy shops are taking them as well. Miss Snipper's 
problem is to try to find a backer for mass production. 
All the books now take hours of work by her own 
hands. 

Ottawa-born, her childhood was spent in a ski cha¬ 
let in the Gatineau region of Quebec and she began writ¬ 
ing verse in her early teens. 

She studied Theatre Arts at York University in 
Toronto, taking her fourth year at Manchester Univer¬ 
sity in England, where she majored in theatre and 
minored in French and Spanish. 

Returning to Toronto in 1973, she plunged into a 
whirlwind of activity. She played in several films and 
theatre productions.

Child gauges violence 
by TV hours viewed 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. (AP) - Chil¬ 
dren who spend more than four hours a day 
watching television think the world is more 
violent than do children who watch less 
TV, a new study indicates. 

The study, released by the University 
of Pennsylvania’s Annenberg School of 
Communications, also reported that vio¬ 
lence in weekend network shows aimed at 
children rose to record levels on ABC and 
CBS and to a near-record level at NBC last 
fall. 

“There is a consistent relationship be¬ 
tween fear and the amount of television 
watched,” said Nancy Signorielli, re¬ 
search co-ordlnator for the project. 

“They (heavy watchers) do perceive 
the world as much more violent and they 
are much more fearful,” she said. 

CBS officials are unavailable for com¬ 
ment. NBC and ABC said they will not 
comment until they have seen the study. 


The study, part of a project that began 
in 1967, is funded by grants from the 
American Medical Association and the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Mental Health. 

The researchers also found a relation¬ 
ship between aggressive behavior and the 
amount of television watched, and said 
children who watch a lot of TV are 
likely to believe that police often use 
force. 

The researchers, who defined violence 
as “hurting or killing a person or the 
credible threat of hurting and killing." 
said almost 90 per cent of the characters in 
television shows aimed at children are 
involved in such acts. 

The average rate of violent incidents 
on children’s programs went up to a near 
record 25.0 an hour last fall from 15.6 an 
hour in the fall of 1977, the study said.

cessful. Dial a Teacher 
program. 

Patiently, Hugo suggest¬ 
ed Michelle Kerst. an eight- 
year-old third-grader, write 
25 on a paper twice, and then 
add the numbers together 
instead of multiplying. 

“1 GOT it, I got it;" she 
said happily. 

“What did you get?” 

“Fifty." 

"You have more problems 
like that?" 

"Yeah. We got eight rows 
of times tables to do. We had 
a substitute today, and she 
laid it on us." 

Michelle said it was the 
first time she had tele¬ 
phoned DATA Line, which 
stands for Dial A Teacher 
Assistance, "because my 
mother or father usually is 
home to help. But now I got 
your number.” 

SCHOOL superintendent 
Michael Marcase, said that 
since the homework hotline 
opened in February, fin¬ 
anced by a $32,000 grant 


from the U.S. government, 
hundreds of other boys and 
girls, and sometimes their 
parents, also have got the 
number. An estimated 8,000 
have called for help. 

"More than 250 calls are 
received each night,” Mar- 
case said, “mostly for help 
in math, science and social 
studies.” 

Six to eight teachers, spe¬ 
cialists in their fields, an¬ 
swer phones 5 to 8 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday. 

“WE’VE GOT hundreds of 
inquiries from all over the 
United States, from Eng¬ 
land, Australia, Tasmania,” 
Marcase said. "I originally 
got the idea a couple of 
years ago as part of the par¬ 
ent-partnership progranh 
which helps parents under¬ 
stand the problems associat¬ 
ed with homework assign¬ 
ments.” 

“I don’t think it is any 
more a gimmick than tutor¬ 
ing is a gimmick,” Marcase 
said. "It can really play a 
major role in extending the 
classroom into the home.”

Consumers' Association of 
Canada published a list this 
week of blow hair dryers 
it advises consumers not to 
use or buy. 

After testing 64 models for 
potentially dangerous as¬ 
bestos particles, the asso¬ 
ciation ruled out 13. 

The government now Is 
conducting tests to deter¬ 
mine whether the asbestos 
particles from blow dryers 
can. in fact, be emitted into 
the air. 

The models on the asso¬ 
ciation's list include seven 
General Electric dryers, the 
Porta-Pro PDIOO. Power 


Brush PBIOOA, Power Brush 
PB200A, Pro-650 PD700, Pro 
Turbo TD100, Pro Turbo De¬ 
luxe TD200 and Super Pro 
TD310; three Sunbeam 
models, the Brush ‘n Blow 
PHD-1, the Dial and.Dry 
AD95 and Li'l Red^Devid 
Ht>85; two GS Iona Prod¬ 
ucts, the PD 1350 and Voya- 
geur M1200; and the Topaz 
product, the 900 GM-801. 

None of the Braun. Char- 
lescraft, Clairol, Gilette, 
Philips, Ronson, Shick, So- 
loray or Kenmore models 
tested by the CAC were 
found to contain asbestos. 

The association said in a 
news release it will urge that 


asbestos lined hairdryers be 
removed from the market if 
government tests show they 
emit asbestos particles. 

"One United States re¬ 
searcher has likened the 
health hazard associated 
with the use of asbestos-con¬ 
taining hair dryers to living 
near an asbestos mine,” the 
CAC says in the release. 

The group will press the 
government to consider a 
total ban on the use of as¬ 
bestos in all consumer prod¬ 
ucts. 

Detailed results of the lest 
are to be published in the 
August issue of The Cana¬ 
dian Consumer.

West leads his solid suit 
in hopes of finding declar¬ 
er's weak spot and his 
gamble meets with sur¬ 
prising success. East wins- 
the heart ace and returns 
the deuce, knocking out 
declarer’s king. 

Declarer can count* only 
eight top tricks and he 
must decide between play¬ 
ing for a remote holding or 
one that is more likely. 

If he plays for an error 
(or a miracle), he cashes 
his top clubs and the ace 
and queen of spades. Then 
he leads a diamond. Had 
(Cast been dealt no more 
than two hearts, he would 
have to concede a free 
spade finesse or establish 
two diamond winners for 
declarer. 

For this plan to succeed. 
West would have had a 
seven-dard heart suit, a 
possibility made near im¬ 
possible because of his fail¬ 
ure to bid over one no 
trump. 

A inuyh more likely pos¬ 
sibility is that East has a 
five-card spade suit and 
that West’s singleton 
might be either the eight or 
nine.

Hear Dr. Ruble: Mother is 

82. Two years ago she had a 
bleeding ulcer and had two- 
thirds of her sfbmach re¬ 
moved. Since then she has 
had daily bouts of nausea. 
Her physician calls it the 
"dumping syndrome.” He 
says nothing can be done for 
it. t'oor mother Is ready to 
climb the walls. Is there 
such a thing as the dumping 
syndrome? Is there possibly 
something that can be done 
for her? — B.B.W. 

This "dumping syn¬ 
drome” occurs in about 10 
per cent of people who have 
had a part of their stomach 
removed. The cause of dis¬ 
comfort is not entirely clear. 
It is thought to be related to 
rapid emptying of the stom¬ 
ach (particularly of carbo¬ 
hydrates) and the build-up 
of fluid in the intestines. The 
resulting lower blood circu¬ 
lation is thought to cause the 
nausea, sweating, irregular 
heart, cramps and weak¬ 
ness. This is experienced 
after meals. For some, a 
lowering of sugar intake can 
help the problem. 

There is really very little 
else to do to change the new 
chemical ballgame going on 
in the intestines, but she can 
make living with it more 
pleasant. She should lie 
down for about a half hour 
alter every meal. Her diet 
should be high in protein and 
she should eat smaller, 
more frequent meals, spac¬ 
ing them evenly during the 
day. 

Certain drugs (muscle re- 
laxers) might give her re¬ 
lief. I believe, though, that 
with the tips outlined above 
she might avoid much of her 
problenl. Unless coped with 


properly the condition can 
lead to fear of eating and 
malnutrition. In time the pa¬ 
tient adjusts and diet and 
symptoms become less of a 
problem. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: I am a 

73-year-old lady. I read in 
your column how to prevent 
leg cramps at night by wear¬ 
ing a pair of lightweight 
socks. I tried this and it real¬ 
ly works. I have not had 
cramps since. I hope you 
will print this item again so 
others can benefit from it. — 
Mrs. C.C. 

Glad it helped you. It 
might others. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: Is it true 
that women who have had 
breast removal may have 
arm swelling afterward? — 
Mrs. T.W. 

Yes, it happens if lymph 
glands have been removed. 
They normally carry away 
excess fluid. An elastic 
sleeve and certain physical 
therapy helps remedy the 
problem. If this is your prob¬ 
lem I suggest you discuss it 
with your doctor, who can 
arrange a program for you. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: I have 
heard that deep breathing 
can be harmful, causing the 
burning of something in the 
middle of the anatomy. I like 
to do deep breathing as an 
exercise, but having heard 
this I am worried. Can you 
shed some light on this? — 
H.S. 

Nothing wrong with deep 
breathing for brief periods 
of time. I have not seen re¬ 
ports of any harmful ef¬ 
fects. Prolonged hyperven¬ 
tilation (rapid breathing) 
may cause dizziness, pain 
and cramps in the arms. 


TORONTO (CP) — A 
computer system to identify 
pregnant women whose 
babies are likely to suffer 
birth defects is being pro¬ 
posed by a committee which 
advises the Ontario govern¬ 
ment. 

After being identified, the 
women would enter a special 
unit to be installed in a city 
hospital. 

But the city’s public 
health department repre¬ 
sentative on the committee 
said there is no evidence 
that such a program would 
be more effective than pre¬ 
ventive measures costing 
much less. 

Doreen Hamilton in pre¬ 
senting her minority report 
to the Toronto health board 
criticizes the proposal to 
centralize information on 
such women. 

It proposes programs like 
those in Sweden and Fin¬ 
land, where pregnant 
women are discouraged 
from smoking, drinking al¬ 
cohol and taking drugs. 

Sweden has the world’s 
lowest infant mortality rate 
— 9.6 deaths for every 1,000 


births. Canada's rate is 16.8 
deaths for every 1,000 
births. 

John Aitehison, chairman 
of the committee advising 
the government, said the 
committee is proposing that 
doctors gather information 
to help identify women 
whose children probably will 
have birth defects. 

“Doctors fill out standar¬ 
dized forms about about 
their patients; that informa¬ 
tion flows upward into a 
central computer, and each 
woman is accordingly rated, 
or risk-scored, according to

JEWS BALK, 
BOOK GETS 
SIGN-OFF 

HAMILTON (CP) — The 
book Sign Language for 
Everyone has been removed 
from library shelves be¬ 
cause of a complaint from a 
Jewish organization which 
said the book showed a sym¬ 
bol for Jew which was the 
same as the symbol for stin¬ 
gy, says chief librarian 
Frank Hogg. 

Hogg told a library board 
meeting on Monday that he 
checked the book after a 
complaint from the Hamil¬ 
ton Jewish Community 
Centre and found it was not 
using Internationally-ac¬ 
cepted sign language Sym¬ 
bols. 


Suspended motorists 
cleared in high court 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Criminal 
Code says that any driver whose li¬ 
cence is suspended in any province 
and is caught driving is guilty of an 
offence and liable to imprisonment for 
two years. 

But two B. C. drivers who were found 
driving while their licences were suspend¬ 
ed were found not guilty of an offence by 
the Supreme Court of Canada Tuesday. 

In a t-to-3 decision, the court said the 
crown must prove that drivers were aware 
that their licences were suspended before 
they can be found guilty of the Criminal 
Code offence. 


Both Joseph Claude Baril of Clearwater, 
and William James Prue of Kamloops 
were convicted of impaired charges under 
the B.C. Motor Vehicle Act. The Act calls 
for an automatic suspension of driving 
privileges for three months. 

But in both cases the crown could not 
show that the men were informed by 
the court, their lawyers or provincial offi¬ 
cials that they could not drive for three 
months. 

Chief Justice Bora Laskin, who wrote the 
majority reasons, noted crown arguments 
that ignorance of the suspension was igno¬ 
rance of the law and not of fact and 
therefore was no defence.

Feminist victory marked 


OTTAWA (CP) — Chief Justice Bora 
Laskin was treated to a slice of femi¬ 
nist history Tuesday with a reminder 
that the Supreme Court of Canada 
ruled 51 years ago that women were not 
persons. 

In a brief ceremony in his private 
chambers, a delegation of women pre¬ 
sented Laskin with a plaque marking 
a Privy Council decision in 1929 that 
overturned the Supreme Court, de¬ 
claring that women are indeed per¬ 
sons. ' *' 

The plaque is a replica of a medal¬ 
lion, cast in silver and in bronze that 
the National Action Committee on the 


Status of Women commissioned to 
mark the 50th anniversary of the per¬ 
son’s case. 

On April 24,1928, the Supreme Court 
ruled that women were not persons 
under the British North America Act, 
the constitution. 

Five Alberta women had asked the 
court to rule on the matter after being 
told that women could not be appoint¬ 
ed to the Senate because there was 
uncertainty about the meaning of “per¬ 
sons” in the constitution. 

The constitution said “qualified per¬ 
sons” could be summoned to the Sen¬ 
ate. 


The women appealed the case to the 
Privy Council in Britain and Oct. 18, 
1929, won their battle. 

The medallion depicts the five 
women: Henrietta Muir Edwards, Ed- 
mily Murphy, Nellie McClung, Louise 
McKinney and Irene Parlby. It con¬ 
tains a bilingual inscription: “Women 
are persons." 

Lynn McDonald, president of the 
National Action Committee, said the 
memento was given to the Supreme 
Court, rather than the Privy Council 
because “this is where our rights will 
be defended. We’re not a colony any 
more."

U.K parties 
condemn 
London riot 


LONDON (UPI) — Both Prime Minister James Cal¬ 
laghan and Conservative challenger Margaret Thatcher 
Tuesday condemned race riots in which one person died and 
340 were arrested trying to prevent a meeting of a group 
opposed to admitting non-whites to Britain. 

More than 5,000 demonstrators, mostly Asians living in 
the Southall suburb of London, battled police in a six-hour 
running battle Monday trying to stop a meeting of the far 
right-wing National Front. 

Scotland Yard launched an inquiry into the death of 
31-year-old New Zealand teachers Blair Peach, a left- 
wing activist, during the melee and asked witnesses 
to the incident to come forward. 


THE FRONT, a vocal minority that has no members of 
Parliament and advocates compulsory repatriation of 
non-white immigrants, often holds meetings in racially 
mixed areas. 

Southall, where almost half the population is Asian, 
has one of the highest concentration of immigrants in 
Britain. 

Callaghan, trailing badly in polls a week before na¬ 
tionwide elections, condemned the violence and the policies 
of thf National Front and said there was evidence that 
extremists had gone to the area to create trouble. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who is likely to become Britain’s first 
woman prime minister, called the disturbance “a disgrace 
to democracy.” 

“The foundation of a civilized society is respect for 
the law, and it is the duty of every citizen to support the 
police in their difficult and dangerous task," she said.

Shcharansky spirit high 


MOSCOW (AP) — A Soviet prisoner 

• who passed messages to Anatoly 
Shcharansky inside bars of soap or 

' shouted them through sewer pipes 
says the imprisoned Jewish activist 
is suffering excruciating headaches 
but his spirits are "higher than the 
sky." 

The interview with Hillel Butman 
and other recently-released prisoners, 
held at the apartment of dissident 
leader Andrei Sakharov, provided the 
first eyewitness account of the fate of 
Shcharansky, a Jewish actvist, and 

‘ Yuri Orlov, both imprisoned last sum- 

* liter. 

Butman, just released from Chisto- 
pol prison in the Ural Mountains, said 
Shcharansky was sentenced to 15 days 


in isolation in late February for pass¬ 
ing messages. 

Some notes were swung from cell to 
cell through barred windows in a wad 
of tobacco or ball of wool on a string, 
he said, and other times they were left 
in a bar of soap In the washroom. 

When guard shift changes permit¬ 
ted, water was emptied from toilet 
bowls and the men exchanged mes¬ 
sages by shoutirtg through pipes. But 
the guards foiled most communica¬ 
tions methods except one, which he 
declined to reveal because it was still 
in use. 

Another released prisoner, Anatoly 
Altman, said he became friends with 
Orlov in a labor camp and that he was 
suffering from debilitating work and 


was sent to an even tougher camp for 
hardened criminals. 

The trials of Shcharansky and Orlov 
came at the height of a crackdown on 
dissidents last summer. Shcharansky, 
'31, was sentenced to 13 years in pris¬ 
ons and camps for .treason. 

Orlov, 55, the founder of the Helsinki 
human rights group, was sentenced to 
seven years in a labor camp followed 
by five years of Internal exile for 
anti-Soviet agitation and propaganda. 

Butman and Altman, along with 
Wulf Zalmanson. Leib Khnokh and 
Boris Penson, all Jewish activists, 
were in Moscow preparing to leave 
the country after being released from 
nine years in prisons and camps for 
their part in a 1970 attempted hi¬ 
jacking of an airliner.

Press staffing 
under attack 

VANCOUVER (CP) — A mediator’s confidential re¬ 
port says pressmen at Pacific Press Ltd. must change 
their stand on a manning clause If the strike-lockout 
that has shut down the city’s two daily newspapers since 
Nov. 1 is to be resolved. 

The report, obtained by The Canadian Press, was 
written by John Kagel, a San Francisco lawyer who is at¬ 
tempting to mediate the strike-lockout that closed the 
evening Sun anil morning Province. 

Pacific Press, which produces the newspapers, wants to 
set pressroom manning levels. The company has said the 
manning clause in the old contract amounted to featherbed¬ 
ding. \ 

Kagel says th« approach by the pressmen that their 
work efforts justify current manning “must be discount¬ 
ed because the union rejected impartial testing of their 
premises through artdtratton or mediation-arbitration.” 

“The position thiit manning is not for sale is thus an 
intransigent one which, unless the employer folds, cre¬ 
ates an unbridgable impasse. The employer may now take a 
short-term truce, if it makes some gains and does not pay a 
great deal for it. 

“But what needs to be done is to have pressmen 
willingness, on a much greater basis than in the past, to 
bargain about what It (ale) can get for manning to have the 
strike resolved.” 

Kagel says a difficulty in resolving the issue is that, 
under the manning clause in the old contract, pressmen 
have ah expectancy of significant income working overtime 
shifts. 

Negotiations were to continue today.

Mcllraith 

denies 

Starnes 

huddle 

OTTAWA (CP) — Former 
solicitor-general George 
Mcllraith flatly denied 
Tuesday that he ever discus¬ 
sed the issue of RCMP law- 
breaking with John Starnes, 
retired director-general of 
the RCMP security service. 

Mcllraith. now a senator, 
was testifying before a royal 
commission into RCMP 
wrongdoing. He was con¬ 
fronted by a memo Starnes 
says he wrote Nov. 26. 1970. 
two days after a “law and 
ordFr-committee” meeting 
he and Mcllraith attended. 

The three-paragraph 
memo began: 

"On Nov. 24. 1970, George 
Mcllraith. the solicitor-gen¬ 
eral, raised with me the 
question of what should be 
done to eliminate inherent 
contradiction in the existing 
security service which turns 
around the question of the 
commission of crime in the 
national interest.” 

“There was no such meet¬ 
ing with Mr. Starnes," 
Mcllraith replied after com¬ 
mission counsel W. A. Kelly 
summarized the memo. 

Kelly asked whether 
Mcllraith had raised the 
issue of the "inherent con¬ 
tradiction." as lawbreaking 
by the RCMP was referred 
to in other documents going 
before officials and cabinet 
ministers late in 1970. 

“He did not raise that with 
me nor did I raise it with him 
because 1 don't hold such 
views." Mcllraith said. 

"Are you saying the con¬ 
tents are totally false?” 
asked Kelly. 

"I didn't say false," 
Mcllraith replied. "Totally 
mistaken. He's talking about 
somebody else.” 

Mcllraith pointed out that 
his name was spelled 
Mcllraith and said the spe¬ 
cific reference to him as so¬ 
licitor-general seemed odd 
in a personal memo. 

"There s a mistake there 
somewhere." 

Mcllraith was solicitor 
general from July 6, 1968. to 
Dec. 22, 1970. Starnes was 
director-general of the se¬ 
curity service from Jan. 1, 
1970. until April. 1973. 

Starnes, closely ques¬ 
tioned about the memo dur¬ 
ing private hearings of the 
royal commission last win¬ 
ter, said that “this was just 
a conversation between 
George Mcllraith and my¬ 
self and it is just lucky I kept 
it. (the memo) 1 might have 
chucked it out." The sena¬ 
tor also contended that the 
royal commission had mis¬ 
interpreted the term "inher 
ent contradiction." which 
throughout the documents 
was applied to RCMP law- 
breaking. 

Mcllraith said that what it 
referred to was the contra 
diction involved in federal 
police enforcing some laws 
when the provinces actually 
were responsible for en¬ 
forcement. 

When Kelly pointed out 
that all the references in the 
documents were to RCMP 
lawbreaking. Mcllraith 
gave another interpretation 
of "inherent contradiction." 
He said it referred to the 
fact that the RCMP was both 
a police force and a security 
force.

I FEEL GUILTY TAKING 
YOU AWAY FROM YOUR VYORK? WHY DON'T YOU 
DROP ME OFF AT THE CLINIC AND I'LL TAKE A 
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STUDENT WITH 
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I can't go along with the late Rachel 
Carson In all the contentions she made 
In her controversial book Silent 
Spring, but I am forced to agree with 
her on one point — the bugs are getting 
worse. In spite of all the hlgh-power 
new Insecticides on the market nowa¬ 
days, Insect Infestations seem to be 
worse than ever. 

Nowhere is this more apparent than 
in battling thrlps on gladiolus. When I 
was a young and very green home 
gardener, thrlps were just an occa¬ 
sional visitation, like measles or 
chicken pox, and if you were unlucky 
enough to suffer an attack, you got out 
there and fought the little blighters 
with whatever you had handy. A favor¬ 
ite remedy in my younger days was a 
solution of tartar emetic and brown 
sugar in water. 

Nowadays there Isn’t any perhaps 
or maybe about thrlps. Unless you 
maintain a constant protective treat¬ 
ment for your gladiolus, you can be 
quite sure the flowers will be chewed 
up and the typical squarish patterns of 
damage will show up on the foliage. 

It isn’t very often that you actually 
get to see thrlps, for they are such tiny 
insects — barely one-thirtieth of> an 
inch long — that even a bad infestation 
looks like a light dusting of pepper on 
your flowers. 

Small as they are — about the size 


of a comma In this column — it hardly 
seems possible they could do so much 
damage.' but they scrape away the 
opter layer of skin on the flower petals 
and on the leaves, leaving silvery dis- 
figurirfg patches, nearly always 
squaijsn or oblong in shape. 

Spraying with malathion, sevin or 
diazinon once a week through the 
growing season will do the trick. A 
good rose dust works even better, for it 
is difficult to get a liquid spray to stick 
to the waxy coating on a gladiolus 
ledf. 

In either case, though, it is a lot of 
work, for It Is necessary to get out 
there and squirt your plants once a 
week — oftener in showery weather, 
for rain washes off the protective 
coating. 

Obviously, what is needed here is a 
systemic insecticide. A systemic, in 
case the term is new to you, is a bug 
poison which is absorbed into the 
plant’s system, making it Into a sort of 
booby trap for bugs. As the insecticide 
is circulated in the sap, the whole plant 
becomes deadly to any insect that 
feeds upon it. 

As the stuff is inside the plant, 
obviously it cannot wash off, therefore 
it lasts a long time. Another and even 
bigger advantage is the selective ac¬ 
tion of the systemic insecticide, for it 
kills only the pests which are feeding 




upon our plants. The spiders, ladybird 
beetles and other predators that fqfed 
upon our pests are unharmed. 

These systemic insecticides goHj^ 
in various forms. Cygon 2-E is a sim,° 
pic liquid spray which is absorbed;' 
through the leaf pores. Isotox is a ' 
mixture of three insect killers, one of 
them systemic. Later’s Latox is any 
other excellent liquid systemic, as is 
Chipman’s Dutox. 

Di-Syston comes in granules, yo if 
scratch it into the soil around your 
plants and water it In. The poison is 
absorbed through the roots, entering 
the sap flow and protecting the plants 
from insect attack for about, six 
weeks. This is an excellent produrt.? 
but unfortunately, it isn’t sold in smalL 
quantities for home garden use. ' n 

Prolexall Granular and Isotox Sys¬ 
temic Granular are similar to Di-Sys- 
temic. Insecticide Granules is espe 
cially packaged for potted plant use. 

There is a Systemic Rose and Flow¬ 
er Care put out by several manufac¬ 
turers which is different In th$t It 
combines a fertilizer and a weed pre¬ 
venter with a granular insectimdg. 
Scratched in around a plant, it pro¬ 
tects against thrips, aphids and other 
insects for about six weeks, at the 
same time nourishing the plant and 
killing all weed seeds as they g^rrui¬ 
nate. ,

NANAIMO—The first 

Duke Point tenant is ready 
to begin building, but lack of 
a federal-provincial agree¬ 
ment is holding up the con¬ 
struction start. 

Nanaimo city council 
members refused to be 
prodded into approving the 
Duke Point industrial zoning 
Monday even though they 
were told that Doman's In¬ 
dustries had already been 
turned down once for a 
building permit for a saw¬ 
mill. 

The rezoning to industrial 
for the port-industrial com¬ 
plex is at third reading, and 
council plans to finally adopt 
it when aldermen are satis¬ 
fied all of their conditions 
have been met. 

However, in spite of the 
urging of Mayor Frank Ney, 
and the okay of senior city 
staff, aldermen decided 
Monday to delay a decision 
on adopting the rezoning. 

COUNCIL concerns 
centred around the fact 
there had been no federal- 
provincial agreement on the 
port section of the develop¬ 
ment. although that agree¬ 
ment was reported to be 
near. 

Another concern was the 
cost of the Duke Point water 
supply. 

Aldermen removed a sec¬ 
ond Duke Point stumbling 
block Monday when they 
voted to instruct the Greater 
Nanaimo Water District to 
go ahead with stream cross¬ 
ings of water pipe for the 
Duke Point development 
this summer. 

THE WATER board had 
written to council to say that 
scheduling was critical and 
that a decision must be 
made by May 14 if the 
stream crossing work was to 
be done during this sum¬ 
mer’s dry season. 

Failure to get the work 
done this summer would 
mean the water would not be 
at Duke Point by the pro¬ 
mised date of early 1980. 

The city’s solicitor on 
Duke Point, Peter Ramsay, 
attended Monday’s session 
to review the pieces of the 
Duke Point jigsaw puzzle 
with council. 

RAMSAY SAID he be¬ 
lieved all of the possible, 
steps that had been outlined 
by council in a Duke Point 
timetable had been taken. 

He said it had not been 
anticipated when the time¬ 
table was drawn up that the 
federal-provincial agree¬ 
ment would be so long in 
coming, but that now the 
lack of rezoning was begin¬ 
ning to hold up construc¬ 
tion.

dled with high capital costs 
for the water project if the 
development did not go 
ahead, or went ahead on a 
limited scale. 

ALD. ADA Howden asked 
Ramsay if he would advise a 
client to go ahead with such 
large expenditures on only 
the assurances the council 
had received. 

Ramsay s?id that even 
after rezoning the city would 
still have to make the deci¬ 
sion to go ahead with the 
water, and that it would still 
have control over subdivi¬ 
sion. 

The matter was finally 
settled by a referral—the 
whole Duke Point question 
was sent to the council's 
works and utilities commit¬ 
tee for study

work. 

It was estimated that por¬ 
tion would cost about $200,- 
000, and could be risked in 
the interest of getting the 
work done this summer.

Fish firms 
Japanese , 
says NDP 


PRINCE RUPERT (CP) 
— New Democrat fisheries 
critic Graham Lea said 
Tuesday that 90 per cent of 
British Columbia's 00 fish 
processing plants are front¬ 
ing for Japanese investors. 

An NDP government 
would hold a public inquiry 
into the fishing industry to 
determine the extent of Jap¬ 
anese control. Lea told a 
news conference in this cen¬ 
tral coast community. 

He said the situation re 
suits from inept licensing of 
processing plants by the So¬ 
cial Credit government. 

Lea said that 254 process¬ 
ing licences were issued last 
year, and 345 this year. The 
marine resources branch 
had said the industry cannot 
sustain that many opera¬ 
tions. 

"Many of these new pro¬ 
cessing licences have been 
specifically set up to do 
nothing more than to act as 
agents for Japanese front 
money." he said. 

Hundreds of jobs were 
being lost because the Japa¬ 
nese-backed companies 
were doing only partial pro¬ 
cessing of herring roe. then 
shipping it overseas for 
grading. 

Lea said the NDP would 
insist that licences be grant¬ 
ed only to companies pro¬ 
cessing their catches in 
B.C. 

He said this would virtual¬ 
ly eliminate cash buying on 
the fishing grounds, which 
has resulted in diminished 
supplies of fish for some 
processors.

TtRRACE(CP) — Leader Dave Barrett 
of the New Democrats said Monday that 
the $9 million the provincial government 
had committed to treating heroin addicts 
could be better spent on health care ser¬ 
vices. 

Barrett told a news conference that he 
had worked in prisons for five years as a 
social worker and the best way to treat 
heroin addicts was with “benign ne¬ 
glect.”

Barrett said there were 50 staff mem¬ 
bers at the Brannan Lake heroin treatment 
centre and only two heroin addicts. 

Refering to the planned closure of the 
Skeenaview hospital here, which provides 
intermediate and extended care and psy- 
chugeriatric services to about 125 patients.

The provincial government has an¬ 
nounced plans to phase out Skeenaview, re¬ 


placing it with a new $1 million, 40-bed 
intermediate care facility. 

Barrett said this would result in the loss 
of 50 to 60 jobs and mean extended care pa 
lients would have to go elsewhere. 

He said centralizing extended care faci¬ 
lities, a move that would take people away 
from familiar areas, cuts off patient's last 
contact with the outside world and they 
become institutionalized. 

An NDP government would stop the con¬ 
struction of the new facility, upgrade 
Skeenaview and expand day care and 
homemaker services to the elderly, Bar¬ 
rett said.

Bonner scores report but Bennett likes it

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Power costs would increase 
substantially if the giant 
provincially-owned B.C. 
Hydro utility is broken up as 
proposed by a legislative 
committee, Hydro chairman 
Robert Bonner said Tues¬ 
day. 

Bonner defended the cor¬ 
poration against a toughly- 
worded attack on the way 
the utility handled construc¬ 
tion of three Columbia River 
dams, saying the committee 
should have praised B.C. 
Hydro for its successes. 

The committee report, re¬ 


leased Monday in Victoria, 
said the company should be 
carved up into autonomous 
subsidiaries with Specific 
responsibility for construc¬ 
tion, electrical sales, gas 
distribution and administra¬ 
tive services. B.C. Hydro it¬ 
self could be a non-operating 
holding company and finan¬ 
cial agent. 

The report also warned 
that the province's financial 
credibility could be debased 
if the corporation carries 


out current projects as it did 
the Columbia River dams. 

Premier Bennett, cam¬ 
paigning for the May 10 pro¬ 
vincial election, said Tues¬ 
day in Campbell River that 
he agreed with the conclu¬ 
sion by the committee that 
the utility should be broken 
up. 

Bonner said in a telephone 
interview, however, that the 
committee misled itself in 
believing that dismantling 


the corporation would be 
beneficial. 

"The usual result of frag¬ 
mentation is higher costs 
and that should be avoided 
in the .public interest,” Bon¬ 
ner said. "It is difficult to 
imagine what good result 
would come of it.” 

Bonner said that, consid¬ 
ering the problems B.C. 
Hydro has to face, it is re¬ 
markably efficient and he 
would compare it to any 
other large public utility. 


“I'd stack this outfit up 
against anyone for effi¬ 
ciency and public service,” 
he said. 

“I think it is a pretty damn 
good outfit. It would be a 
mistake to break it up.” 

On the committee's criti¬ 
cism that in building the 
Duncan, Arrow and Mica 
dams on the Columbia River 
the company had miscalcu¬ 
lated financing, Bonner said 
he did not see how the com¬ 
mittee could apply “intelli- 


broken up 


gent hindsight" to develop¬ 
ments that started years 
ago. 

“I think the report is lack¬ 
ing in its failure to point out 
that the Columbia dams 
were engineering triumphs. 
In almost every case they 
were constructed under dif¬ 
ficult natural conditions.” 

Bonner said if the builders 
of the dams had to choose 
between costs and safety, 
the choice was obvious.

SAN ' BERNARDINO, 
Calif. (UPI) — Casey Jones, 
mortally wounded by a shot¬ 
gun blast, staggered down 
the street and desperately 
pounded on a neighbor’s 
door for help.

The dying man, dripping 
in blood, scrawled in blood 
the name of his killer on the 
door, then collapsed and

Probe of baby death 
ordered by Gardom 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — The province ' 
has ordered an Inquiry into the beating 
death of a 10-month-old baby, following 
charges by police officers that the child’s 
life could have been saved. 

The order by Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom is unusual because the child’s 
father, Walter Bayko, 23, has already been 
convicted of manslaughter in the death 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

FOLLOWING THE TRIAL, the investi¬ 
gating RCMP officers, Cpl. Kit Gill and 
Const. Norman Hunchuk, said provincial 
human resources department officials had 
known for three months that the child, 
Charlene Harder, was being beaten. 

The child, who had her mother’s last 
name, was rushed to hospital March 23 
and died there the following day. 

Mr. Justice Albert Mackoff said the kill¬ 
ing was "sadistic, savage and inhuman.” 
Witnesses testified that when she was 
brought to the hospital, her body was 
covered with bruises, blood was dripping 
from her mouth and she had a severe 
skull fracture. 


THE POLICEMEN SAID that if human 
resources department workers had acted 
competently to prevent what was was 
clearly a case of child abuse, the child's 
life could have been saved. 

Human Resources Minister Grace 
McCarthy, told of the accusations, asked 
Gardom to call an inquiry. 

“Although my initial examination of the 
cast seems to indicate the RCMP alle¬ 
gations are groundless, the death of a child 
in such tragic circumstances warrants a 
thorough investigation and a full public 
disclosure of the findings,” McCarthy 
said. 

THE INQUIRY WILL be headed by Ri¬ 
chard Bird, Gardom’s assistant deputy 
minister. 

A government spokesman said it was 
believed to be the first time B.C. had 
ordered such an inquiry when.a con¬ 
viction had already been obtained in the 
courts.

Black bishop to lead Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia 
(UPI) — Abel Muzorewa, a 
soft-spoken, a United Meth¬ 
odist minister, swept to a 
landslide victory Tuesday as 
Rhodesia’s first black prime 
minister and appealed to 
"the boys in the bush" to end 
their guerrilla war. 

Muzorewa’s party won 51 
of 72 black seats in a new 
parliament in the nation’s 
first black rule elections and 
will succeed lan Smith as 
prime minister in about five 
weeks. The election results 
announced Tuesday gave 
Muzorewa’s nearest rival, 
the Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole, 
only 12 seats. 

Sithole charged “appall¬ 
ing irregularities” in the 
balloting but Smith dis¬ 
missed them as “the usual 
complaints” from losers. 

In a victory news confer¬ 
ence, Muzorewa, 54, ap¬ 
pealed to exiled Patriotic 
Front black nationalist lead¬ 
ers Joshua Nkomo and Ro¬ 
bert Mugabe and their guer¬ 
rilla soldiers to accept an 
amnesty and join his “gov¬ 
ernment of the people.” 

"What more do they 
want?" Muzorewa asked in 
reference to Nkomo and Mu¬ 
gabe, who have denounced 
the elections from their 
exile in Zambia and Mozam¬ 
bique and vowed to continue 
the six-year guerrilla war.

WINNIPEG (CP) — 
Emergency officials were 
evacuating people from 
nursing homes in communi¬ 
ties along the Red River on 
Tuesday afi'd Manitoba Pre¬ 
mier Sterling Lyon urged 
others to leave their homes 
voluntarily in advance of 
rising flood waters. 

Lyon said the latest fore¬ 
casts showed the river could 
rise half a metre above 1950 
flood levels in areas south of 
Winnipeg. 

He said Manitobans threa¬ 
tened with flooding or isola¬ 
tion by high water, particu¬ 
larly those on farms, should 
get out as soon as possible 
while transportation was 
still available. 

Many communities along 
the Red and its tributaries 
are protected by ring dikes 
built more than a decade 


ago. The dikes are being 
raised and are expected to 
be able to meet their first 
major test when the rivers 
crest. 

However, Lyon warned 
the 5,000 or so people living 
within the dikes that they 
could be isolated by water 
for as long as two weeks. 

Most of the evacuation un¬ 
dertaken Tuesday was vol¬ 
untary. Lyon said a decision 
on whether to order all resi¬ 
dents of the threatened com¬ 
munities to leave would 
likely be made by late today 
or early Thursday. 

Hospitals in the Red River 
valley and some nursing 
homes began discharging or 
transferring patients last 
week. The last of the pa¬ 
tients at hospitals in Emer¬ 
son and Morris were taken 
out Tuesday, along with 


about 100 nursing-home resi¬ 
dents in those two communi¬ 
ties and St. Adolphe. 

Members of the Mennon- 
ite Disaster Service were 
among the hundreds of vol¬ 
unteers at work throughout 
the area. Ten of the volun¬ 
teers returned home from 
the scene of last week’s tor¬ 
nado disaster in Texas, only 
to begin work fighting flood¬ 
ing in their home town of 
Rosenort on the Morris 
River.

He said it had not been 
anticipated when the time¬ 
table was drawn up that the 
federal-provincial agree¬ 
ment would be so long in 
coming, but that now the 
lack of rezoning was begin¬ 
ning to hold up construc¬ 
tion. 

City public works director 
A.W. MacDonald confirmed 


that Doman's contractor 
had been refused a building 
permit 10 days ago, because 
the land was not yet re- 
zoned. 

TED CHACE, city admin¬ 
istrator, also told council 
that he believed it was time 
to go ahead with the Duke 
Point rezoning. 

Questions of the cost of the 
water supply had been an¬ 
swered by new senior gov¬ 
ernment grant programs 
that would reduce the cost to 
Nanaimo taxpayers, Chace 
said. 

Ney urged the council to 
go ahead with plans to adopt 
the final zoning next week, 
saying that millions of dol¬ 
lars were at stake, and coun¬ 
cil hads been dilly-dalling on 
the Duke Point project. 

HOWEVER, Aldr Nelson 
Allen said the Duke Point 
decision was probably the 
most important council de¬ 
cision in 20 years and he 
wanted to be sure it was 
thoroughly investigated and 
understood. 

Allen said«he was con¬ 
cerned the city could be sad¬ 
dled with high capital costs 
for the water project if the 
development did not go 
ahead, or went ahead on a 
limited scale. 

ALD. ADA Howden asked 
Ramsay if he would advise a 
client to go ahead with such 
large expenditures on only 
the assurances the council 
had received. 

Ramsay said that even 
after rezonlng the city would 
still have to make the deci¬ 
sion to go ahead with Ihe 
water, and that it would still 
have control over subdivi¬ 
sion. 

The matter was finally 
settled by a referral—the 
whole Duke Point question 
was sent to the council’s 
works and utilities commit¬

Residents, preservationists oppose mill rezoning

DUNCAN — Cowichan estuary preservationists and 
area residents are opposing North Cowichan municipal¬ 
ity's intention to change the current zoning of the Doman 
Industries sawmill property in the estuary to heavy in¬ 
dustry from rural. 

Fears of noise and visual pollution were some of the 
reasons given in three letters in opposition to the zon¬ 
ing change, received by municipal council at its re¬ 
cent regular meeting. 

The Cowichan Estuary Preservation Society re¬ 
quested "adjourning of the rezoning of the Doman mill 
site in the Cowichan estuary until after the Cowichan Es¬ 
tuary Task force Report is released and accepted by 
the public." 

The society said: “Until the task force's report is ac¬ 
cepted the estuary should be kept free from what seems 
to be ever increasing outside pressures.” 

The preservation society also stated it wished to en- 
e’erse the stand Khenipsen Road property holders had 


taken opposing rezoning of the property on the es¬ 
tuary. 

Carol Skinner, representing the Khenipsen Road 
property holders, said the majority of the property 
holders had decided to act as a group in opposing the re¬ 
zoning. 

She said: “It is felt that the rezoning will further de¬ 
preciate our property values, because of increased 
visual and noise pollution. We understand that the 
municipal noise bylaw would be of no protection to 

us.” 

Skinner said: “This should be of major concern to 
each one of you (council) when such rezoning affects a 
residential area, in this case both Khenipsen Road and 
the Cowichan Bay area.” 

The property holders also questioned the timing of 
the rezoning, “as its boundary lines may be in dis¬ 
pute." 

Skinner said maps of the area differ and encompass 
varying amounts of land within certain property lines. 

"How can a development permit area be designated 


when the area in question does not have rigidly defined 
boundaries?” she asked. 

Skinner said: “One boundary is the high water mark 
which changes with different mapping techniques and 
is ilso affected by accretion, both natural and man 
made. 

“If dredging and further infilling is allowed the prop¬ 
erty line can be moved again and again." 

She said: "The designation ‘development permit 
area' has not been tested in court and we (property 
holders) feel that without exact wording and strong 
enforcement many interpretations could be placed upon 
it. 

"If the existing industry in the estuary is allowed a 
development permit for a new development and/or an 
expansion we then feel that the courts would bring down 
a ruling of prejudice if either the existing industry or an¬ 
other developer is subsequently refused the same 
rights.” 

Skinner asked if the provincial Order-In-Council C- 
3339 had jurisdiction in a development permit area and 
if so, would an environmental impact study be manda¬ 


tory before a development permit is issued? 

She also wanted to know what protection the munici¬ 
pality would give to property holders whose land 
would be affected by the rezoning in the Cowichan es¬ 
tuary. 

The property owners asked that a meeting be¬ 
tween themselves and North Cowichan's Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission be held, before a final decision is 
made on the rezoning. 

Council also received a letter from the Khenipsen 
Road property holders and the Cowichan Estuary 
Preservation Society's Vancouver lawyers, Lawrence 
and Shaw, asking for information concerning the pres¬ 
ent stage of the property owned by Doman Industries 
in the Cowichan estuary. 

Council referred the preservation society's and the 
property owners’ letters to its advisory planning com¬ 
mission. The letter from the group's legal counsel 
was referred to its technical planning committee and the 
municipal administrator was instructed to reply stat¬ 
ing what stage the rezoning bylaw had reached. 
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SMU will leave rugby league after Russell Cup final

Win, lose or draw—it makes no difference. 

Following Friday’s annual scrap for the Howard 
Russell Cup, emblematic of the Greater Victoria 
high school rugby league title, St. Michael’s Univer¬ 
sity School is catling it quits. 

Not just for the season. For good. 

The decision-makers at SMU, which won three of 
the last four city championships and captured the 
B.C. independent school title last fall, have agreed a 
seven-month rugby season Is just too long. 

So, after Friday’s championship match against 
Oak Bay Barbarians, the private school’s involve¬ 
ment with Victoria-area competition will be limited 
to exhibitions only. SMU will not travel to Burnaby 
for the provincial championship tournament next 
month and won’t return to the city league in 1979. 


“It’s very disappointing to us," said 1979 league 
chairman Ed Kubek Tuesday. 

“We can only hope they’ll change their minds. The 
school is very Interested In high academic standards 
and I guess they don’t want to emphasize one sport 
too heavily. That’s their decision. 

“But we’ve certainly benefited over the years 
from their strong rugby tradition.” 

SMU has alreadv qualified for the B.C.’s, as has 
Oak Bay and defending champion Victoria High 
Titans. Kubek’s Claremont Spartans, as fourth-place 
team, will take the third Island spot in the three-day 
affair, May 3-5. 

As an independent, SMU opens its season in Sep¬ 
tember and plays a schedule with Brentwood Col¬ 
lege, Shawnigan Lake Boys School and St. George’s 
of Vancouver. 

The Richmond Road powerhouse, coached by Mike 
Walsh, romped through last autumn without a loss, 


while the rest of Victoria was still thinking basket¬ 
ball. 

In all, Walsh’s boys racked up a 25-0 record, in¬ 
cluding 12 Victoria league wins and a semi-final tri¬ 
umph. 

“The length of the season really is demanding,” 
said Walsh, who came to St. Michael’s 11 years ago 
after playing for a first-class team In London and 
reserving on the Scottish national team. 

“It's very difficult playing through our third 
term. 

“I have mixed feelings about the decision to drop 
out of the local league but I must admit it gets 
tougher all the time to keep the boys' Interest high. 

“The long season ends up cutting into our summer 
sport programs, such as track and field, so the pres¬ 
ent arrangement isn’t quite fair.” 

By losing SMU, the Victoria league loses a bastion 
of quality. Especially this season’s edition. 


SMU was never really tested on the field, although 
Walsh insists every game was tough for what he calls 
“the best team I’ve coached here.” 

He even thinks the bruising Oak Bay side—two- 
time losers to SMU this spring—has a chance to win 
Friday’s final, set for University of Victoria’s McCoy 
Road Field at 4:30 p.m. The Hodgkins Division final 
between Esquimau and Lambrick Park precedes the 
Russell game, at 3. 

Two of the last four years, SMU has won the Island 
title but refused to travel to Vancouver for the 
provincials. The Russell final has always signalled 
the end of rugby for the season. 

The only time the school took part was 1976, when 
the championships were in Victoria. That year, SMU 
reached the final, losing to Tweedmuir of Surrey

by TV hours viewed 


- PHILADELPHIA, Pa. (AP) -» Chil¬ 
dren who spend more than four hours a day 
watching television think the world Is more 
violent than do children who watch less 
TV, a new study Indicates. 

The study, released by the University 
of Pennsylvania’s Annenberg School of 
Communications, also reported that vio¬ 
lence in weekend network shows aimed at 
children rose to record levels on ABC and 
CBS and to a near-record level at NBC last 
fall. 

"There is a consistent relationship be¬ 
tween fear and the amount of television 
watched,” said Nancy Signorlelli, re¬ 
search co-ordinator for the project. 

“They (heavy watchers) do perceive 
the world as much more violent and they 
are much more fearful,” she said. 

CBS officials are unavailable for com¬ 
ment. NBC and ABC said they will not 
comment until they have seen the study. 


The study, part of a project that began 
in 1967, is funded by grants from the 
American Medical Association and the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Mental Health. 

The researchers also found a relation¬ 
ship between aggressive behavior and the 
amount of television watched, and said 
children who watch a lot of TV are 
likely to believe that police often use 
force. 

The researchers, who defined violence 
as “hurting or killing a person or the 
credible .threat of hurting and killing.” 
said almost 90 per cent of the characters in 
television shows aimed at children are 
involved in such acts. 

The average rate of violent incidents 
on children's programs went up to a near 
record 25.0 an hour last fall from 15.6 an 
hour in the fall of 1977, the study said.

Sculptured 
wooden books 
stir creativity 

TORONTO (CP) — As a teacher, actress and poet, 
Nancy Snipper has found her greatest joy in helping 
thousands of children toward better self-expression, 
self-understanding and love of reading. 

She has developed highly successful methods of 
using dra ma and music to unlock creativity and motivate 
children in the lower grades to act out studies. 

"If a subject can be personally expressed by a child, 
he or she lives through it,” she says. 

Now. as a result of years of study and improvisation, 
she believes she has come up with a new key to learning 
and a treasured keepsake. 

It’s a series of sculptured wooden books for chil¬ 
dren. 

“Children like real things — ones they can keep and 
treasure and manipulate," she says. 

Miss Snipper writes her own verses, carves snow¬ 
flakes, suns, beavers and farms out of fine wood and 
illustrates them with her own paintings. 

"Today, so often, so little is lasting in the child's 
world," she says. 

“Children feel insecure. They havfe many environ¬ 
mental changes, social situations. My Snipper wooden 
books are something to tie to, to keep as we used to 
those well-made dolls and other toys of earlier days. 
Today most toys last a very short time.” 

Snipper wooden books have already found their 
way into the Canadiana collection at the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, into book stores and libraries. 

Toy shops are taking them as well. Miss Snipper’s 
problem is to try to find a backer for mass production. 
All the books now take hours of work by her own 
hands. 

Ottawa-born, her childhood was spent in a ski cha¬ 
let in the Gatineau region of Quebec and she began writ¬ 
ing verse in her early teens. 

Sh^ studied Theatre Arts at York University in 
Toronto, taking her fourth year at Manchester Univer¬ 
sity in England, where she majored in theatre and 
minored in French and Spanish.

Child guages violence 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
“I'm stuck," said the young 
caller. "I can’t figure out 1 
how to do 25 times 2?” 

“Maybe I can help," re¬ 
sponded science-math 
teacher Ronald Hugo, an¬ 
swering another routine 
plea for homework assis¬ 
tance in Philadelphia’s ex¬ 
perimental. and so far suc¬ 
cessful, Dial a Teacher 
program. 

Patiently, Hugo suggest¬ 
ed Michelle Kerst, an eight- 
year-old third-grader, write 
25 on a paper twice, and then 
add the numbers together 
instead of multiplying. 

"I GOT it, 1 got it,” she 
said happily. \ 

"What did you get?" 

"Fifty.” 

"You have more problems 
like that?" 

"Yeah. We got eight rows 
of times tables to do. We had 
a substitute today, and she 
laid it on us." 

Michelle said it was the 
first time she had tele¬ 
phoned DATA Line, which 
stands for Dial A Teacher 
Assistance, "because my 
mother or father usually is 
home to help. But now I got 
your number.” 

SCHOOL superintendent 
Michael Marcase, said that 
since the homework hotline 
opened in February, fin¬ 
anced by a $32,000 grant 


from the U.S. government, 
hundreds of other boys and 
girls, and sometimes their 
parents, also have got the 
number. An estimated 8,000 
have called for help. 

"More than 250 calls are 
received each bight," Mar- 
case said, “mostly' for help 
in math, science and social 
studies." 

Six to eight teachers, spe¬ 
cialists in their fields, an¬ 
swer phones 5 to 8 p.m., 
Monday through Thursday. 

“WE’VE GOT hundreds of 
inquiries from all over the 
United States, from Eng¬ 
land, Australia, Tasmania," 
Marcase said. "I originally 
got the idea a couple of 
years ago as part of the par¬ 
ent-partnership program 
which helps parents under¬ 
stand the problems associat¬ 
ed with homework assign¬ 
ments.” 

“I don't think it is any 
more a gimmick than tutor¬ 
ing is a gimmick,” Marcase 
said. “It can really play a 
major role in extending the 
classroom into the home.”

‘Chinese system of law focuses on punishment 9

A Sooke lawyer who was part of a 
delegation which returned last week 
from a visit to the People’s Repub¬ 
lic of China found to his surprise that 
Ihe Chinese system of law is designed 
to decide punishment, not guilt or inno¬ 
cence, and that Chinese prisons make 
money for the state. 

Malcolm McMicken, who has offices 
in Sooke and Saanich, went with 19 
other lawyers in the B.C. branch of the 
Canadian Bar Association delegation 
which took off via Japan Air Lines 
to Hong Kong on March 24 and returned 
last Wednesday. 


IT WAS THE SECOND delegation of 
B.C. lawyers to China and McMicken 
was one of three Vancouver Island law¬ 
yers who took part. Judith Milliken of 
Victoria and Donald Taylor of Duncan 
also made the trip. 

McMicken said the Chinese system 
was built around each commune's 
public security committee which is 
headed by a director. Each neighbor¬ 
hood or commune committee would 
investigate an allegation of crime, de¬ 
cide whether to detain the accused 
person in custody and open a file on 
the case. 

THE FILE would then be turned over 


to a “procuratorate," or prosecutor, 
who would prepare the legal docu¬ 
ments for court. 

“The philosophy seems to be ‘you 
wouldn’t be before the court if you 
weren’t guilty’,” McMicken said. 

He said a confession would normally 
bring a lighter sentence. 

THE DELEGATION met with mem¬ 
bers of the law faculty at the University 
of Peking. The faculty is just re-open¬ 
ing and is taking in fewer than 100 
students this fall. 

McMicken said the Chinese seemed 
to recognize that they were underdevel¬ 
oped in legal processes. He said there 
seemed to be a complete breakdown of 


their bureaucracy during the cultural 
revolution between 1966 and 1976. 

However, there seemed to be a sharp 
change since that time, and the Chinese 
are in the process of rewriting their 
criminal code. 

HE LAUGHED about the openness 
with which Chinese officials spoke to 
the Canadian lawyers. The warden of 
Shanghai prison even asked: “What do 
you do with your political prison¬ 
ers?” 

Political prisoners, or counter-revo¬ 
lutionaries, and those convicted of 
property offences, made up most of 
the population of 1,000 in Shanghai 
prison, a maximum security jail not 
unlike the B.C. Penitentiary, McMick¬ 


en said. Crimes of sex were rare, but 
there were some prostitution, murder 
and robbery cases. 

THE WARDEN wielded a great deal 
of power, McMicken added. He could 
add to or subtract from terms imposed 
by the courts. 

The ideology was "Reform through 
labor,” and all prisoners were forced to 
work eight-hour days, six days a week, 
on industrial lathes, making clothing, 
making ball bearings or farming in 
lower-security prisons. 

The death penalty still existed for 
murder, McMicken said. However, 
there was a two-year reprieve during 
which the convicted murderer would be 
given a chance to reform. 


GOODS PRODUCED through the 
prison would be sold at department 
stores and the state would receive the 
profits. 

In China's court system, the judge 
could be overruled by two lay assessors 
who are not trained in law but ap¬ 
pointed to their position. 

McMicken said there was less artifi¬ 
ciality in China than he had anticipated 
and said he found the people earnest 
and sincere about trying to improve 
their country. He also found the citi¬ 
zens were generally a happy lot with a 
great deal of energy. 

He said the sheer peer pressure 
seemed to suppress crime.

Told to ‘back off,’.Duncan mayor decides to run

Stories of intimidation 
broke out anew in the Con¬ 
servative camp Monday 
with Duncan Mayor Ken 
Paskin claiming he had been 
threatened with violence 
and economic pressure if he 
ran for the party in the May 
10 provincial election in 
Cowichan-MalahaL 

His charges were aimed 
indirectly at a “small 
group” of Social Credit 
party members and directly 
at one area Socred. 

It was mostly because of 
the threats that he finally 
made up his mind Monday to 


run. he said. Because of the 
late date (a seven-day notice 
is required for a nomination 
meeting) Paskin was ap¬ 
pointed rather than nomin¬ 
ated a candidate. 

“I’m reluctant to talk 
about it," the mayor said 
late Monday. “But it’s out 
anyway, and I didn’t let it 
out. 

"It sickens me when I’m 
disenchanted with the 
Socreds and want to change 
my political beliefs, but am 
told I’ll be in trouble. It 
makes you wonder what 
kind of country we’re living 
in.” 

Paskin’s charges come on 
the heels of claims by pro¬ 
vincial Conservative leader 


Vic Stephens of backroom 
deals between provincial 
Socreds and federal Conser¬ 
vatives. According to Ste¬ 
phens it’s a matter of the 
Socreds aiding the Tories in 
the campaign for the May 22 
federal election in return for 
their support in the provin¬ 
cial election. 

The issue took on national 
proportions when Stephens 
said federal Conservative 
leader Joe Clark told him he 
was aware of deals. Clark 
has since denied any knowl¬ 
edge of such deals. 

Paskin said that after 
word got out that he was 
considering the Conserva¬ 
tive nomination he was ap¬ 
proached by a prominent So¬ 


cial Credit member and 
warned that pressure would 
be brought to bear on him if 
he didn’t back off. 

He said the man told him 
business would fall off at 
his fish and chip store, and 
that the poliop®l tide would 
be turned against him in a 
way that would defeat him 
in the next mayoralty race. 

The same man, Paskin 
said, approached him later 
in a drinking establishment 
and “told me he’d hit me on 
the head with a baseball 
bat.” 

He said he told the man to 
consider the implications of 
the threat, but that this had 
no apparent effect on him. 

Asked if he had witnesses. 


Paskin said: “Yes. I 
wouldn’t be saying this if I 
didn’t.” 

He said he might have de¬ 
cided to run anyway, but 
that the latest threat was 
“one of the things that in¬ 
fluenced me." 

“I’m certainly not going to 
be intimidated. 

“It sickens me that I’ve 
got to get into this kind of 
campaign when there are so 
many other important issues 
in the valley. And it is also 
sad when you think that 
more than 99 per cent of the 
Socreds are decent people.” 

Like a number of other 
Conservatives, Paskin 
worked for the Socreds in 
the 1975 election.

Labor federation 
lawyers want 
Waterland tapes

Labor hinted Monday 
that one of the unschedul¬ 
ed stops on the Social 
Credit campaign trail 
could be the court house. 

B.C. Federation of 
Labor lawyers will be 
studying comments 
made by Forests Minis¬ 
ter Tom Waterland and 
other unnamed politi¬ 
cians, federation presi¬ 
dent Jim Kinnaird said. 

Of particular interest 
to the 250,000-member 
federation is Waterland’s 
claim that Kinnaird 
should shoulder some of 
the blame for last week’s 
rifle attack on a convoy 
of trucks leaving the 
strikebound Endako 
mine near Fraser Lake. 

Tires were shot on two of 
the trucks leased by Placer 
Development Ltd., and two 
drivers were cut on the face 
by broken glass. 

Waterland said Saturday 
that Kinnaird had warned 
earlier there would be 
“blood in the streets and re¬ 


volt within the labor move¬ 
ment." 

“These things don’t hap¬ 
pen in B.C., but they are 
happening now,” the minis¬ 
ter said. “Kinnaird is cer¬ 
tainly the one who said we’ll 
have blood in the streets and 
that’s what we’re having.” 

Kinnaird said the federa¬ 
tion lawyers would be re¬ 
questing “radio and televi¬ 
sion” tapes of Waterland's 
statement. 

The federation leader says 
he at no time said there 
would be blood in the 
streets. What he did say dur¬ 
ing one of the labor rallies 
protesting the extension of 
essential services legisla¬ 
tion was that there would 
be an industrial relations 
blood-bath if right-to-work 
laws were introduced. 

It was a term that didn’t 
mean actual violence, but 
turmoil in labor relations, 
Kinnaird told the Colonist 
Monday. 

He had complained at the 
time about the manner in 
which at least one news¬ 
paper interpreted his re¬ 
marks. 

The shooting incident last 
Wednesday occurred as 
shipments from the struck 
mine continued in spite of 
complaints from the Cana¬ 
dian Association of Indust-

rial. Mechanical and Allied 
Workers. The union, born 
during a nationalistic break¬ 
away from international 
unions, is not affiliated with 
the labor federation or with 
the Canadian Labor Con¬ 
gress. 

There have been 37 ship¬ 
ments of molybdenum from 
Endako since the strike 
began Feb. 16. 

Peter Cameron, a CAI- 
MAW vice-president, has 
accused Waterland of trying 
to “make some cheap politi¬ 
cal capital” out a strike situ¬ 
ation that labor considers to 
be a "real problem." 

The dispute spread to the 
Vancouver area during the 
weekend as pickets were 
posted at Rentway Canada 
Ltd., a truck leasing of- 
fice.and at Trimac Trans¬ 
portation System. Both are 
in Burnaby. 

Carmeron charged that 
the companies have supplied 
Placer Development with 
trucks to haul molybdenum 
from behind picketlines at 
the mine. 

While Kinnaird’s main

COULD ACTION HAVE SAVED HER? 

Probe of baby death 
ordered by Gardom 


VANCOUVER (UPC) — The province 
has ordered an inquiry into the beating 
death of a 10-month-old baby, following 
charges by police officers that the child’s 
life could have been saved. 

The order by Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom is unusual because the child’s 
father, Walter Bayko, 23, has already been 
convicted of manslaughter in the death 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

FOLLOWING THE TRIAL, the investi¬ 
gating RCMP officers, Cpl. Kit Gill and 
Const. Norman Hunchuk. said provincial 
human resources department officials had 
known for three months that the child, 
Charlene Harder, was being beaten. 

The child, who had her mother’s last 
name, was rushed to hospital March 23 
and died there the following day. 

Mr. Justice Albert Mackoff said the kill¬ 
ing was "sadistic, savage and inhuman.” 
Witnesses testified that when she was 
brought to the hospital, her body was 
covered with bruises, bipod was dripping 
from her mouth and she had a severe 
skull fracture.

Muzorewa’s party won 51 
of 72 black seats in a new 
parliament in the nation's 
first black rule elections and 
will succeed lan Smith as 
prime minister in about five 
weeks. The election results 
announced Tuesday gave 
Muzorewa’s' nearest rival, 
the Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole, 
only 12 seats. 

Sithole charged “appall¬ 
ing irregularities” in the 
balloting but Smith dis¬ 
missed them as “the usual 
complaints” from losers. 

In a victory news confer¬ 
ence, Muzorewa, 54, ap¬ 
pealed to exiled Patriotic 
Front black nationalist lead¬ 
ers Joshua Nkomo and Ro¬ 
bert Mugabe and their guer¬ 
rilla soldiers to accept an 
amnesty and join his “gov¬ 
ernment of the people.”

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WINNIPEG (CP) - 
Emergency officials were 
evacuating people from 
nursing homes in communi¬ 
ties along the Red River on 
Tuesday and Manitoba Pre¬ 
mier Sterling Lyon urged 
others to leave their homes 
voluntarily in advance of 
rising flood waters. 

Lyon said the latest fore¬ 
casts showed the river could 
rise half a metre above 1950 
flood levels in areas south of 
Winnipeg. 

He said Manitobans threa¬ 
tened with flooding or isola¬ 
tion by high water, particu¬ 
larly those on farms, should 
get out as soon as possible 
while transportation was 
still available. 

Many communities along 
the Red and its tributaries 
are protected by ring dikes 
built more than a decade 


ago. The dikes are being 
raised and are expected to 
be able to meet their first 
major test when the rivers 
crest. 

However, Lyon warned 
the 5,000 or so people living 
within the dikes that they 
could be isolated by water 
for as long as two weeks. 

Most of the evacuation un¬ 
dertaken Tuesday was vol¬ 
untary. Lyon said a decision 
on whether to order all resi¬ 
dents of the threatened com¬ 
munities to leave would 
likely be made by late today 
or early Thursday. 

Hospitals in the Red River 
valley and some nursing 
homes began discharging or 
transferring patients last 
week. The last of the pa¬ 
tients at hospitals in Emer¬ 
son and Morris were taken 
out Tuesday, along with 


about 100 nursing-home resi¬ 
dents in those two communi¬ 
ties and St. Adolphe. 

Members of the Mennon- 
ite Disaster Service were 
among the hundreds of vol¬ 
unteers at work throughout 
the area. Ten of the volun¬ 
teers returned home from 
the scene of last week’s tor¬ 
nado disaster in Texas, only 
to begin work fighting flood¬ 
ing in their home town of 
Rosenort on the Morris 
River. 

Farms near the Red and 
its tributaries are most vul¬ 
nerable to flooding, and 
some fields have already 
been flooded. Agricultural 
representatives are continu¬ 
ing their efforts to move 
livestock to higher ground.
